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TRAINING FOR SAFETY OFFICERS 


ACCORDING to figures recently published in the Ministry of Labour Gazette 

the total number of fatal accidents which occurred on building operations 
during 1959 was 171, compared with 207 in 1958 and 156 in 1957. While 
this reduction in fatalities is to be welcomed as a move in the right direction 
the fact remains that building accidents as a whole reached a new peak 
last year. 

What is to be done? The Building Regulations are considered pretty 
comprehensive and the intention to extend the definition of “work of engineering 
construction”’ in the Factories Act to include virtually all civil constructional 
engineering work should help. But there are limits to what restrictions, and 
the Factory Inspectorate, can achieve. 


Employers and operatives alike must continue to use every endeavour if 
real progress is to be made in making construction work safer. As the 
Chief Inspector of Factories recently stated, in the last resort the power to 
improve the safety record of the industries rest with the industries themselves. 
A sense of responsibility and of the need for co-operation must pervade all 
ranks of management and workers alike if the toll of accidents is to be 
reduced. 


In recent years, thanks to the efforts of such bodies as the London 
Building and Engineering Contractors Accident Prevention Group, much more 
interest has been taken in this problem but much still remains to.be done 
by both management and operatives. On the management side too many 
firms appoint safety officers reluctantly and without any consideration for their 
qualifications. The Chairman of the London Group, Mr. J. A. Hayward, 
recently suggested that there was a need for specialist training of safety 
officers in the construction industries. He is undoubtedly right and the 
suggestion should receive the urgent consideration of the employers’ associa- 
tions. 





Preplanning ! 


URING the past two years Hampshire County Council have carried out 
the first two parts of a three-year plan, agreed with the Ministry of 
Transport, for the maintenance and improvement of the A.31 Winchester- 
Alton-Farnham road. Money allocated for the maintenance of the road 
was used in the agreed scheme and actual improvements including double 
carriageways were undertaken. The final phase of this three-year programme 
dealing with the most dangerous sections was due to start on April 1. 


Less than two weeks before this starting date the Council were informed 
by the Ministry of Transport that this third section would not receive Ministerial 
approval, as it could not be agreed that maintenance money should continue 
to be spent on improvements. 


The Council’s Roads and Bridges Committee, in a telegram to the Minister, 
said they could not understand the reason for the change in policy by the 
Ministry or why the change should be made at that stage. It is also doubtful 
whether anyone else, outside the Ministry, will understand! 


There may be good reasons for the Ministry wishing to change their 
policy, but for the local authority to be told less than two weeks before 
the starting date, when the land has been purchased and the men and machines 
are waiting to go, borders on the ridiculous. Did someone mention 
preplanning? 





No Mean Achievement 


\ HILE the construction industries continue to make new records in the 

United Kingdom (contractors carried out work to the value of £509m. 
during the fourth quarter of last year), it is interesting to report that the 
value of work undertaken overseas by the British civil engineering industry 
in the year ended March 31, 1959, was £120m., an increase of nearly £6m. 
over the previous year. 

Considering the difficulties of operating abroad, particularly during recent 
years, this is no mean achievement which augurs well for the future.

The “ Architect’s’’ Certificate — Duty to Employees 


N Lynn Estates (Southern), Ltd. v

chaser, was for £9 7s. lld. under a 
fluctuation clause in the contract for the 
erection of the house. 

This contract provided for payment of 
the contract price in four instalments: 
when the damp proof course was com- 
pleted; at the stage of frame erection; at 
the stage of completion of inner and outer 
cladding; and on completion of the works. 
At each stage payment was subject to the 
architect’s certificate. A further clause 
provided that “in the event of there being 
fluctuations in the cost of materials or 
rates of labour the architect shall, upon 
certifying at each of the four stages of 
construction, note upon the certificate 
relating to the same the amount (which 
shall be determined by him) whereby the 
instalment payable at that stage falls to be 
increased or decreased by reason of such 
fluctuations.” 

In January, 1955, the house was com- 
pleted and because of a rise in costs G 
was requested to make payment of the 
extra sum referred to above. Three of the 
stage payments or instalments had in fact 
been paid without an architect’s certificate 
which was not in accordance with the con- 
tract. This claim for extra payment was 
made by a company called Unity Structures, 
Ltd., and signed by a gentleman called 
contracts manager but who was not an 
architect. Lynn Estates, the estate 
developers, had retained Unity Structures, 
Ltd., as architects to supervise the design 
and building of the hundred houses on the 
estate. The claim for extra payment was 
supported in the county court on the 
following grounds; it was not a condition 
precedent to the recovery of the extra sum 
that there should be an architect’s certifi- 
cate; if however this contention were 
wrong, nevertheless, in this contract, the 
parties had already paid and accepted in- 
stalments without a certificate and had thus 
waived this provision in the contract; and 
that in any case the certificate of Unity 
Structures, Ltd., was a sufficient “ archi- 
tect’s certificate” to satisfy the contract 
and render these fluctuation payments a 
debt due to the estate developer from G. 

The Court of Appeal upheld the view of 
the county court judge that the conduct of 
the parties had not been such as to vary the 
contract conditions requiring an architect's 
certificate before payment, that is there had 
been no sufficient waiver of this provision 
and so an architect’s certificate was still 
required for any further payments, It 
seemed clear from the contract that the 
parties contemplated that there would b2 
a final certificate. The Court however was 
not coneerned as to whether or not a 
claim would have been properly inserted 
in the final certificate in respect of in- 
creased costs which had arisen before the 
Previous certificates were due. The sole 
question was whether there had been such 
a final certificate issued by the architect 
as contemplated by the contract for only 
on such a certificate was the final instal- 
ment contractually due, 

On looking at the contract conditions 
the Court of Appeal were unable to accept 
Unity Structures, Ltd., as the architect. 
The relevant clause seemed, by its use of 
“him ” and “ he,” to contemplate an actual 
individual not an artificial individual like a 
company. Moreover, since the contract 
provided that the building had to be 
erected “to the satisfaction of the archi- 
tect employed by the builders,” it seemed 
clear that the parties must have contem- 
plated some individual other than Unity 
Structures, Ltd., who would really be 
judges in there own cause. The Court. 
therefore, rejected the claim as there had 
been no final certificate by the architect 


and only on such certificate did there arise 
a debt due to the estate developers from 
G. 

It seems a pity, with all respect to the 
abbreviated report in “The _ Estates 
Gazette,” that there is not a full Law 
Report available on this case whose chief 
point of general interest is on the position 
of the person appointed to be the “ archi- 
tect’ and entrusted with powers of certi- 
fication. One may yet hope that the case 
will find its way into the Law Report. 

Since, of course, many estate developers 
employ their own architect, who may or 
may not be a qualified architect, such 
“architect” is not, unlike the position in 
normal contract work, the agent of the 
building owner. If then payment is made 
dependent on the work being done to the 
satisfaction, and subsequent certificate, of 
such a person, the question of how far that 
person must be made independent for his 
certificate to be valid is a most important 
point. 

Of course the agreement in this kind of 
estate development can make the stage 
payments, which are a usual method of 
financing the work, due when the relevant 
work is in fact completed; the obligation to 
pay then arises when the work contracted 
to be done is in fact done. This is no 
doubt the easiest method to adopt. How- 
ever, from the viewpoint, important to 
estate developers, of satisfying the lay 
client, who, making the biggest purchase in 
his life, quite naturally wants some inde- 

endent assurance that the work for which 
he is paying has been properly done, it is 
probably desirable to insert some such 
provision as in this case making payment 
dependent on the work being done to the 
satisfaction, and subsequent certificate, of 
an “architect.” If this is done the following 
points should perhaps be borne in mind. 

This kind of provision presupposes for 
its efficacy that the person appointed as 
“architect” shall have some independence 
from the contractor. Of course the pur- 
chaser would probably be deemed to know 
that the “architect” in these sort of cases 
may not in fact be a qualified architect but 
if this is the case it should be stated 
clearly in the contract to remove ans 
doubt. Also he would probably be deemed 
to know that the “architect” is not his 
agent and that he will usually be looking 
for his fee or salary to the contractor; if 
this is the case it should, again to remove 
doubt, be made clear to the prospective 
purchaser what the position of the “archi- 
tect” is in the contractor’s organisation. If 
these precautions are taken then the pur- 
chaser cannot challenge the validity of any 
certificate given by the “architect” on the 
grounds that he is not an architect quali- 
fied as such, and that he was unaware of 
the “architect's” financial dependence on 
the contractor. Even if these two points 
are made clear, nevertheless to ensure the 
validity of a clause in such a contract 
making payment conditional on the work 
being done to the satisfaction of the “archi- 
tect,” there should be an individual, pre- 
ferably someone with some sort of aualifi- 
cations for this kind of work, and that 
someone should not be the same person as 
the contractor. If this reasonable inde- 
pendence is not given to the person named 
as “architect” and certifier the contractor 
runs the risk (as the estate developer did 
in this case) of that person’s certificate 
being challenged as not the kind of archi- 
tect’s certificate the issue of which the 
contract makes a condition precedent to 
payment becoming due from the client. 


Duty to Employees 


N Brown v Rolls-Royce, Ltd. [(1960) 1 
All E.R. 577], B was employed by R. 

Ltd. and in his work he was constantly 
handling oily substances. As a result he 
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contracted dermatitis and he sued the com. 
pany for negligence in failing to supply him 
with barrier cream. In other words he 
was saying that R. Ltd. were in breach of 
the common law duty owed by an employer 
to his employees to take reasonable care 
for their safety. Some of the facts found 
in the lower courts were as follows: R, 
Ltd. supplied ample washing facilities; they 
did not supply barrier cream; medical 
opinion was divided as to the value of 
barrier cream as a precaution against 
dermatitis; R. Ltd.’s own medical officer, 
on whose opinion the company naturally 
relied, was against barrier cream as one of 
the precautions against dermatitis; the 
medical officer was not negligent in hold- 
ing this opinion in view of the division of 
medical opinion on this point; barrier 
cream was however often supplied in other 
employments where men were doing work 
similar to that performed by B. 

On these facts there was an appeal to 
the House of Lords from the Scottish 
Courts who had finally decided against 
B’s claim. In the Lords B contended that 
some of the above findings of fact, in par- 
ticular that it was a common practice 
among employers to supply barrier cream 
for employees in jobs similar to B’s, neces- 
sarily raised a presumption of negligence 
by his employers which his employers had 
to disprove. In other words, on the facts 
as found R. Ltd. were guilty of negligence 
towards B and the onus of proof then 
passed to them; they would be saddled 
with responsibility unless they could dis- 
prove the charge. The House of Lords 
unanimously rejected this argument which, 
though it might seem to be a purely 
precedural point as to the person on whom 
the burden of proof lay, was in reality an 
attempt to undermine the fundamental 
principle that a plaintiff like B must prove 
his case; it is not generally sufficient merely 
to raise against the defendant a prima facie 
case and then leave the defendant to dis- 
prove the case against him. These findings 
of fact were B’s case against his employers; 
the sole question was whether or not they 
were sufficient to prove that R. Ltd. had 
failed in their duty to take reasonable pre- 
cautions for their employee, B’s, safety. 
The lower courts, after carefully consider- 
ing them, had come to the conclusion that 
they were not sufficient; as the House was 
by statute in this Scottish appeal bound to 
accept the lower court’s decision on the 
facts and as, according to the House's 
decision, those lower courts had applied 
the law correctly to those facts, the House 
upheld the decision that B's claim failed. 

It should be remembered that this case 
was fought on the ground of breach of an 
employer’s common law duty to his em- 
ployees. If there were any safety or health 
regulations which had laid a duty on the 
employers to provide barrier cream or any 
other protective device then the employee 
would have had a quite separate and dis- 
tinct cause of action against his employers 
for breach of statutory duty.

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LOOKING AHEAD AT THE BUILDING INDUSTRY 
By Peter Trench, O.B.E., T.D., B.Sc., F.1.0.B.* 


v would be ridiculous to believe that 

the future structure of the building 
industry will not be influenced by 
matters quite outside the control of 
the industry itself, and it would be just 
as ridiculous to believe that these 
external forces are at all predictable 
with any accuracy. 

The influence of political economy more 
than anything else is likely to shape the 
building industry 
of the future, and 
I believe that this 
influence, together 
possibly with a 
change in educa- 
tion philosophy, 
rather than de- 
sign, technical, 
trade union or 
any other in- 
fluence, is likely 
to be the greatest 
factor contribu- 
ting to our indus- 
trial evolution 
during the next 
ae is PETER TRENCH, O.B.E. 
quite certain. Our 
resources will never be really adequate to 
afford the luxury of waste, whether it be 
manpower, raw materials or brains. Nor in 
the years to come will we be able to stand 
aloof in our island fastness, basing our in- 
dependence on the glories of Empire. The 


somewhat disparaging description of the. 


building industry as a “sheltered industry” 
is unlikely to apply by the end of this 
century, If the building owner in 50 years’ 
time will be able to get a better building 
from a German architect-cum-engineer, or 
even from a German building firm, 
patriotism is unlikely to prevent him from 
doing so. 


Industrialisation of Building 


Few industries have achieved their end 
product in conditions so conducive to 
waste as building: some of those condi- 
tions are of its own making, but others are 
the result of working in the open with a 
constantly changing labour force. It has 
been estimated, for example, that the loss 
of output each year from bad weather 
alone is equivalent to a permanent loss to 
the industry of a labour force of 50,000. 
Many of the traditional building processes 
are wasteful in the extreme. Inefficiency 
and poor production are two more factors 
which contribute to waste. The country 
cannot afford this waste now, and it will 
certainly not be able to afford it in the 
years to come. The antidotes are already 
emerging —- better training, increased 
managerial skill, mechanisation and pre- 
fabrication or offsite preparation—they 
are being forced on us by the external 
influence of economics, and the trend will 
continue. 


The trend towards the industrialisation 
of building, made inevitable by high site 
costs and low output, will in itself give 
full scope to the increasing use of new 
management techniaues such as planning, 
work study and incentive schemes, for 
these are more capable of fulfilment in 
the factory conditions of pre-assembly and 
the mechanised site than they are with 
today’s building processes. It has been 
computed that 40,000 concrete mixers are 
im use on sites at any one time and in 
many cases turning out concrete for plac- 
ing in formwork fabricated under site 
conditions. It is well worth considering 
the saving in men and materials (although 
not necessarily in money) by the use of 
ready mixed concrete, scientifically mixed 
and controlled at a central depot and 


*Extracts from Paper presented to the Rovai 
Institute of British Architects on Tuesday, 
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poured into formwork prepared offsite, or 
alternatively, the use of precast and 
possibly prestressed concrete units fabri- 
cated under factory conditions. Such 
trends towards the reduction of waste in 
men and materials cannot be sustained, 
however, unless the relative costs are 
favourable and designers and erectors are 
themselves prepared to experiment in this 
direction. We have only recently arrived 
at a stage where the cost of site labour on 
a normal building job has made large-scale 
mechanisation an economic proposition, 
not only because it has led to a reduction 
in overall costs but because the whole 
building process has been speeded up, with 
the indirect savings that go with getting 
a building into production at the earliest 
possible moment. The growing under- 
standing of the economics of fast building 
will no doubt contribute directly to the 
trend towards industrialisation. 

I foresee, therefore, a larger volume of 
work being carried out by a smaller site 
labour force, mechanised and competently 
directed, and using a small number of 
prepared components. In case this should 
be misinterpreted as a forecast of redun- 
dancy, let me make it clear that I see no 
reason to believe that the total manpower 
servicing the industry will be altered, but 
its distribution and emphasis will change 
and its volume of output will increase, 
Such a glittering future has some very 
important prerequisites, however! Better 
education and training in every department 
is one. 


General Education and Training 


Those entering the professions, industry 
and commerce will be better educated 
than in the past, and as such their choice of 
careers will be influenced by the oppor- 
tunities open to them by those competing 
for their services. 

To their credit, some progressive think- 
ing builders have become aware of this 
fact and, anyhow on the management side, 
are setting their sights at new levels, both 
in attracting and training recruits. In 
consequence, although everything in the 
garden is by no means lovely, I have little 
doubt that on the production side of the 
industry there is likely to be a rapid 
increase in managerial efficiency (and here 
I include site supervision), and with the 
recently revised examination syllabus of 
the Institute of Builders the first steps 
have already been taken to secure the 
future. 


Recruitment of Operatives 


But what of the recruitment, education 
and training of those members of the 
industry, now numbering over a million, 
who carry out the work on building sites? 
Here I am anything but happy about the 
future. I believe there is a desperately 
urgent need to re-examine first principles. 
First concerning the attractiveness of the 
industry, and secondly concerning the 
training of those entering it. I will say 
no more about attraction than that this 
is not merely a question of financial 
reward; it concerns working conditions, 
ladders of promotion, reward for merit, 
and a tremendous job of public relations. 
This is a Paper in itself, but I am con- 
cerned that if we are unable to raise the 
status of the whole industry in the eyes 
of the general public, the changes that 
many of us would like to see will be very 
slow in coming about. 

On the training of our operatives I 
would say this. We have accepted the 
craft principle for 1,000 years and more, 
we have accepted the sole division of 
craftsman and labourer, we have accepted 
that the training of a bricklayer and the 
training of a painter reauire similar 
periods of time. We have accepted the 
unscalable barriers between the crafts. We 
have accepted many other principles— 
without question. I suggest that the time 
has come to question those principles and 


to look at the real requirements of the next 
50 years. What skills will we need to carry 
out new work and maintain the old? How 
much time can be afforded to train young 
men in building circular Elizabethan 
chimney breasts and rubbed brick arches? 
Is there a need for a multi-skilled opera- 
tive? What of those men whose manual 
dexterity or craft skill is less than the so- 
called craftsman but who is responsible for 
an expensive machine and whose contribu- 
tion to the financial success of a job is far 
greater? These questions must be answered, 
and the sooner the better. How can this 
be done? First there must be a re- 
assessment of user requirement, or in other 
words, an industrial job evaluation to estab- 
lish the varying skills and degree of skill 
and responsibility required by the building 
industry of the future: secondly, training 
programmes must be devised to cater for 
these skills, and lastly the barriers of de- 
marcation must be broken down. This 1s 
probably one of the most difficult problems 
facing the industry, and in particular the 
trade union movement. It must be met 
with courage if we are to compete for our 
fair share of manpower and make our right- 
ful contribution to the national economic 
well-being. It requires in the first place 
an agreement by employers and unions 
that a scientific research project should be 
initiated by one of the universities or the 
Building Research Station—probably re- 
quiring several years for completion—so 
that the true requirements of the industry 
may be established. 

If, and only if, this is accomplished, will 
we see the base of our industrial triangle 
firmly established. For, over the next 50 
years, the true pattern of the industry 
should be a smaller but better trained and 
a better paid labour force, organised by 
more efficient management, carrying out a 
greater volume of work than now. Only 
in this way can this tremendous industry 
play the part demanded of it in the 
economy of the future. 


Size and Scope of Building Firms 


What of building firms themselves? 
Recent trends have shown a reduction of 
the overall number of building firms and 
an increase in the larger units. This is not 
surprising since the industry has been 
sorting itself out from its post-war mush- 
room growth. But will it continue? I find 
my crystal ball a little hazy on this, and 
any answer must be hedged around with 
“ifs.” If we proceed in a series of minor 
finacial crises interspersed with boom con- 
ditions, and this I believe to be very 
possible for although we have learned how 
to avoid the long pre-war trade cycles we 
have not learned how to achieve stability, 
then I fear for the medium-size building 
company. Unless such a company can put 
aside sufficient in the bright times to tide 
it over the not-so-bright, I think it will see 
its bread and butter taken from it in times 
of recession by the larger firm coming into 
its area and zone of influence. This larger 
firm, more and more, with its own cheap 
and efficient patented construction system 
prepared offsite will, in times of stress, 
break into that part of the market which 
normally it would not wish to touch. Un- 
happily for them, the medium firms are not 
always able to take one step down and break 
into the jobbing and maintenance market, 
for here not only will their overheads and 
organisation not allow them to compete 
economically, but the small local jobbing 
builder is firmly and often unshakably 
ensconced. The advantage that the small 
local man has over others is not always 
realised. Such advantages include a com- 
paratively low overhead, and a smal] but 
permanent labour force often unbedevilled 
by such complexities as demarcation and 
special rates. In building, the builder goes 
to the job—the job cannot be brought to 
him—so, like garages and filling stations, 
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geography and convenience play a big part 
in keeping a number of small firms in 
existence. It must be remembered, too. 
that in the latest figures, of the total of 
£2,200m. of construction work, £460m. was 
in repair and maintenance, a proportion 
which must be kept in mind when talking 
of new skills and the future. There is no 
reason to believe that this proportion is 
likely to reduce, nor is there any reason 
to believe that the structure of that part 
of the industry responsible for it is likely 
to show any revolutionary changes. 

Again certain other “ifs” over the next 
half-century could see the advent of the 
large regional builder as opposed to the 
London national contractor. For this, muc? 
depends on the willing mobility of labour, 
communications and the whole spread of 
urbanisation, but it is not impossible, on 
economic grounds alone, to envisage 
regional (50 mile radius) concentration with 
a more stable, mechanised, and technically 
equipped labour force. The alternatives to 
this are the growth of the large regiona: 
subcontractors or, what is more likely, the 
taking over by national contractors of 
strategically placed medium-size firms on a 
regional basis. 

The structure within firms has altered 
quite considerably in the post-war years. 
The administrative to executive and the 
non-technical to technical staff ratios have 
changed and the recruitment of manage- 
ment specialists such as work study engi- 
neers, cost and bonus surveyors and the 
like has added further to the overheads of 
the medium and large building firms. The 
trend is likely to continue, bringing with it 
the organisational problem of maintaining a 
sufficiently profitable turnover to justify 
the high overheads (comparative with 
earlier times) now required by the effi- 
ciently managed building company: a 
problem which has a direct bearing on the 
system of contract in use at any one time. 

The employment of design staff is no: 
new but there is every reason to believe 
that this practice has grown of late. I 
have little hesitation in saying that in the 
years to come architects with the necessary 
qualifications will take their place along- 
side engineers on the boards of buildinz 
companies. Moreover this move should be 
welcome for at least two reasons. Firstly 
I anticipate that a limited number of build- 
ing owners will continue to deal direct 
with building companies and this in itself 
justifies top level representation of men 
trained in design, men who round the 
board room table can influence collezgues 
concerned mainly with production. 
Secondly with the continuing trend towards 
negotiated contracts the extent of the con- 
tribution that a builder can make at the 
design stage is commensurate with the 
calibre and training of his staff. Here again 
I consider the future architect has a role 
to play at Board level. 


The Contract System 


Let me now launch straight into the 
anathema and dilemma of architects, the 
packaged contract. Frankly, this has 
emerged for two simple reasons. First, the 
builder has found that he has a less frust- 
rating and more profitable life under this 
system of contract, for by controlling design 
and construction and the flow of informa- 
tion required for production he is enabled 
to function more efficiently thereby facilita- 
ting an adequate profit and, secondly, for 
sheer speed from conception to completion 
some building owners are persuaded that 
this is a better method than the generally 
accepted one of competitive tender. 1 
might add that, heretical as it may sound, 
to many building owners the fact that the 
building may suffer aesthetically is of no 
great importance provided it functions well, 
and moreover the fact that by spurning 
competition theoretically he might pay a 
bit over the odds does not matter to him 
provided the finishing price is within his 
budget and he gets his building on time 
two phenomena generally capable of ful- 
filment by a competent building firm given 
full control of the project, 

_ The dilemma, of course, is that by insist- 
ing On a competitive tender system which is 
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frustrating and unprofitable to the builder, 
the architect has put a noose round his 
own neck for he has driven builders, any- 
how the larger ones, into producing more 
remunerative and less frustrating ways of 
doing work. He has done this without 
being able to find a competitive alternative 
where the interests of all parties coincide. 

The packaged deal, the consortia of 
architect, quantity surveyor and builder. 
the negotiated contract will all have their 
place in the future as will no doubt the 
growing civil engineering trend towards 
competition on a basis of design and erect. 
Two factors may well influence these trends; 
first join education and, secondly, budget- 
ary control by which I mean the possibility 
not only of planning a building within given 
limits of expenditure but the capacity to 
control building costs so that the limits 
are not exceeded. 

The degree to which contracts are carried 
out by these means will depend on the 
competence of the independent architect 
on the one hand and the real. not fictitious, 
contribution which a builder can make if 
brought in at the design stage on the other. 
I do not wish to be sidetracked on the 
question of professionalism and in particu- 
lar the professional builder, but I am in- 
clined to believe that with better education 
and a higher calibre of entry into building 
firms the need for independent watchdogs 
of high moral standing is likely to decrease 
rather than increase. 

It would be foolish to think however that 
we are likely to see the demise of the 
competitive tendering system. After all, 
the local authority and publicly employed 
architect, even if he does so against his 
better judgment, is generally forced to go 
out to competition. He is sitting fairly 
firmly in the saddle both now and in the 
future: no packaged deal for him and no 
noose round his neck, and is he not res- 
ponsible for a large proportion of the build- 
ing work of the country? His lords and 
masters will by tradition, statute and regu- 
lation continue in many cases to force him 
to put numbers of builders into competi- 
tion. The glimmer of hope here is the 
growing official realisation at Treasury level 
of the need for long-term budgeting and 


financial allocation for building pro- 
grammes: with such a state of affairs it 
will be possible for public and_ local 


authorities really to provide documenta- 
tion to a limited number of tenderers in 
such a way that sane and intelligent pricing 
will result, the estimator knowing that the 
chance of extras will be few if any. Esti- 
mating itself, influenced by the growing 
collection of work values and feed-back of 
costs, will assuredly become more scientific 
in the years to come. Alas, scientific esti- 
mating based on historical costs in itself 
does not ensure obtaining the contract; in 
fact it might result in never obtaining a 
contract at all, and the man who goes in 
at less than cost will no doubt live to fight 
another day. His days, I submit, are how- 
ever strictly limited by the competence of 
the architectural profession itself. 


The Role of the Architect 


Unlike some people, I am fairly con- 
vinced that the problems confronting the 
architectural profession are rivalled in their 
complexity only by those confronting the 
trade unions, and that a scientific analysis 
of these problems and a bold decision to 
shape long-term policy is of vital import- 
ance not only to the profession itself but 
to the well-being of the industry as a whole. 

If the architect of the future attempts 
al] the functions at present attributed te 
him, great architecture and efficient build- 
ing will be a matter of luck. The archi- 
tectural profession is trying to do too 
much in its eagerness to retain its leader- 
ship. It is in fact taking upon itself 
responsibilities which do not rightly belong 
to it in modern times, and its future to 
my mind depends on its shedding some 
rather than attracting more, 

There are but few who can combine the 
qualities of artist and leader, or the auali- 
ties of artist and business man; there are 
many who can combine the aualities of 
artist and technologist, There are indeed 
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large architectural partnerships where all 
these qualities are to be found among the 
partners combined, but what hope has the 
individual of assimilating the knowledge 
and gaining the experience at present 
demanded for 6 per cent. 

What is then required of the average 
architect in an industrialised building in- 
dustry? Above all he must be a technolo. 
gist and on the design side he must be as 
intimately concerned with the design of 
the component parts that go to make the 
building as in the building itself, and to 
retain his place as leader he must not try 
to do everybody else’s job but essentially 
he must have powers of decision, communi- 
cation and co-ordination. Many buildings 
will become more not less complex in the 
years to come and the good architect, by 
accepting the limitations of his own know. 
ledge, will be the one who knows when to 
seek advice from others and how to use 
that advice when obtained. If he attempts 
in his training really to master such sub- 
jects as engineering, estimating, costing 
and production management, to name but 
a few, he is attempting the impossible; 
these are the spheres of the consultant, 
the quantity surveyor and the builder, by 
no means forbidden spheres but where the 
combined expertise required is quantita- 
tively beyond the capacity of most men. 

Whether the architect of the future 
remains independent of the building owner, 
whether he is employed on the staff of 
the building owner—and that building 
owner may be a government department, 
a local authority or a private concern- 
whether he finds himself as a principal in 
a building company, I suggest the above 
considerations apply. 

What then is his chance of leadership? 
Superior intellect or knowledge and a 
professional status will be insufficient by 
themselves to ensure the architect’s posi- 
tion in future society, and by surrounding 
himself with a mystique of aesthetics he 
will lose, not gain, the confidence of the 
building public: without that confidence 
the chance of leadership will disappear for 
ever. To gain it he must show that he is 
capable of leading a team which can pro- 
duce in time and at a predetermined price 
a building that looks well, functions well 
and is well built. If he can't, then he must 
not be surprised if the public turn else- 
where, and for the answer to this he must 
look at his present training. 

But no good will ever come from 
builders disparaging architects and vice 
versa: accusations of incompetence on the 
one hand and roguery on the other can 
only do a disservice to the industry as a 
whole at a time when jointly we should be 
seeking the goodwill of those who give us 
our bread and butter. 


Joint Education 


The lip service paid to joint education 
in architectural circles and the failure really 
to face up to it has led me and possibly 
others to the conclusion that it is the belief 
of the architectural profession that they 
will be the losers by such a move and that 
it can best be resisted by inactivity. 

What are the true reasons for the shyness 
of the profession's official body in this 
matter? Is it because they do not think 
joint education necessary? Is it because 
they do not know how to set about it? Is 
it because those in charge of architectural 
education believe that they personally 
would be the losers by such a move? Is 
it the vested interest of architectural 
schools in the status auo? Is it because 
deep down there is a feeling that there will 
be a loss of status or caste and a debasing 
of the architectural coinage? Or is it 
simply a belief in the inevitability of 
gradualness and a hope that “things will 
sort themselves out if left alone’? 

These are dangerous and I suggest short- 
sighted concepts for, if my thesis is right, 
the future of the profession will be im 
jeopardy unless it accepts the -fact 
that efficiency will result only . from 
an analysis of the requirements of, the 
industry, and a policy of training. to meet 
those requirements. 
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375FT. CHIMNEY STACK BUILT IN 


RECORD TIME

| geigieintine ype rk LTD., a wholly 
owned subsidiary of the Shell 
Chemical Company, are increasing the 
capacity of the power plants at their 
Carrington works to cater for major 
extensions to their chemical plants. 

The time allowed for construction of 
these plants had been reduced to a mini- 
mum and this meant that the boiler 
chimney had to be ready before the end of 
January, 1960, when the boiler 
was due to be fired. Before os 
the boiler could be fired, how- me 
ever, connections had to be 
made to the chimney and con- 
sequently it was desirable to 
have the construction com- 
pleted by the end of Decem- 
ber, 1959. Tileman and Co., 
Ltd.. were approached _ to 
determine if this programme 
was feasible or whether a 
temporary steel stack should 
be erected. 

Tileman’s stated that the 
normal construction period re- 
quired for a reinforced con- 
crete chimney of 375ft. was 
nine months. They offered to 
undertake the construction 
within a period of five and a 
half months, but at the same 
time pointed out that they had 
not built a 375ft. stack in this 
time before. 

The contract was let to 
Tileman and Co., Ltd., with a 
bonus or penalty clause refer- 
ring to January 15, on the 
understanding that the 
foundation would be ready for 
them by August 4. The client 
promised to give every assist- 
ance to the contractor and 
to ensure an early supply of 
electricity and other services. 

The contractor considered 
that the first 45ft. of the 
chimney would determine the 
speed of construction and so 
allocated the responsibility to 
two of his engineers. They 
immediately sent on site the 
general foreman in order that 
he could become completely 
familiar with his surroundings. 
He was also to supervise the 
erection of the men’s cabins 
and to carry out other prelim- 
inary jobs, thus leaving the 
contractual period completely free for 
construction. 


All materials were then ordered, samples 
of sand and aggregate were obtained and 
these were sent to the laboratories of 
Messrs. Sandberg of Grosvenor Gardens, 
London, consulting engineers, specialising 
in concrete, whose services had been re- 
tained for the contract. They were told 
the speed at which the job had to be com- 
pleted and undertook the responsibility for 
obtaining the correct concrete. The main 
requirement was that the concrete should 
have sufficient strength to enable the shut- 
tering to be stripped some two hours after 
the completion of each 7ft, 6in. lift. This 
was too short a time for any of the normal 
chemical methods of accelerating strength 
development and a mix had to be designed 


which could produce the necessary initial 
strength. 


Stack Design 
The drawings which had been prepared 
by Tileman’s were finalised and submitted 
to the client; these met with their approval. 
The drawings detailed a concrete chimney 


stack 375ft. in height from ground level and 
with a plan section of a pure circle whose 
outside diameter at ground level was 31ft. 
and outside diameter at the top was 15ft. 
There were two large flue entries diametric- 
ally opposite each other at 20ft. above 
ground level. A vertical brick baffle wall 
4lft. high separated the two flues. Two 
access doors were shown at the base to 
facilitate cleaning of the sloping brick 
floors. An acid resisting brick lining was

ind‘cated for the whole height, this being 
divided into fourteen s2ctions each 30ft. 
high and carried on concrete brackets. The 
brackets detailed were an integral part of 
the concrete shell. Provision was made to 
isolate the airspace between the brickwork 
and the concrete from. the interior of the 
stack; this airspace being ventilated from 
the outs:de. The total quantity of concrete 
to be placed was 650 cu, yd. and the 
number of bricks to be laid was 150,000 
giving a total weight for the stack of 
1,800 tons. Provision was also made for 
two lightning conductors, a radio trans- 
mission aerial, a cast-iron cap and steeple- 
jack ladder dogs at 7ft. 6in. centres. 

The engineers next made a detailed pro- 
gramme for every operation, calculating 
from a basis of man hours and the 
knowledge that the maximum number 
of men who could be employed in 
the confined working space was eleven. 
It was evident that double shift work 
would be necessary and that a 7ft. 6in. 
lift must be concreted every 24 hours. In 
order to obtain this progress steel shutters 
were utilised on the outside; these had the 


added advantage of providing a true circle 
in plan. Timber shutters comprised of flats 
and rounds were used on the inside, these 
bzing more adaptable at the brackets. 
Messrs. Sandbergs, after carrying out 
numerous tests on the materials, finally 
produced a concrete mix which gained its 
strength from the mechanical interlocking 
of the aggregate; this had aggregate to 
cement ratio of 54:1 and gave a mean 
crushing strength of 4,000lb/sq. in. at one 
day. This mix was a gap-graded concrete 
to be placed by hand and compacted easily 
with a vibrator. It was also necessary to 
paint the concrete after the shutters were 
stripped with a curing membrane. Arrange- 
ments were made with Manchester Univer- 
sity to carry out the crushing of test cubes 
at 24 hours for concrete taken from each 
7ft. 6in. lift. 

A drawing was prepared detailing an 
eight leg internal scaffold tower incorporat- 
ing an ACE hoist actuated by a 30-cwt. 
winch; a goods platform was to be used up 
to 100ft. after which a passenger cage 
would be fitted. 

All the necessary preliminary work had 
b-en completed prior to the starting date 
of August 4, when the client had to in- 
form the contractor of unforeseen prob- 
lems in the piling of the foundation and this 
pres2nted a delay. This delay was finally 
overcome and the foundation was com- 
pleted on September 14. The contractor 


said he was still prepared to complete - 


the stack by January 15. The delay had 
given the contractor an opportunity to 
collect a labour force of the correct calibre 
who had ben farmed out to other con- 
tracts awaiting the starting date. It was 
now necessary to work a three shift system 
with overlapping periods in order to obtain 
the n-cessary man hours. and also to work 
through all weekends. Sh'ftwork entailed 
sipvlying transvort to collect and return 
the men to the'r lodgings and arranging 
for thzir meals at the correct times; the 
client provided this latter service. 

The thre> crews were each placed under 
the l-adersh‘p of an exnerienced working 
foreman ass‘sted by a charge-hand and a 
hea'thy rivalry soon developed which was 
exvloited by the general foreman. A per- 
sonal letter was written to every man 
engag-d on the contract setting a target 
date for the comopletion of the shell and 
stating the bonus he would earn if this 
date was m>t. A r’se and fall c'avse was 
inc'vded for an earlier or later completion. 
A sim'‘lar target was set for the brickwork. 
A vrogramme was nosted in the mess hut 
showing exactly what work was necessary 
in order to make the target, 


Construction Progress 


The kick2r was concreted on September 
15, and the reinforcing steel was then fixed: 
temporary access opening and access doors 
Dositon-d; 60ft. of scaffold tower erected, 
and all the shutters set up and checked. 
The first 7ft. 6'n. lift was poured on Sep- 
tember 19. a Comet ho’st being used to 
avoid breaking the ring of shutters. As 
exnected, progress was slow until the flues 
had ben vass*d but a tremendous amount 
of d'fficult work was ach‘eved. The 45ft. 
level was reached by Sevtemb=r 30, and the 
men were sent home for a long weekend; 
this was the onlv break during the con- 
tract. A two shift svstem was started 
from this dat- onwards and the crews 
concreted a 7ft. 6'n. lift daily, except at 
the brackets where they took two days. No 
major d‘fficulties were experienced, work 
was carried on through all types of weather 
but in the ma‘n the temnverature was mild. 
There were some setbacks due to high 
winds which made the lifting and fixing of

the outside shutters a perilous operation 
but the lost time was regained. The con- 
crete was ideal for the class of work and it 
‘was found that the shutters could be 
stripped comfortably at four hours. The 
hoisting time became considerable as the 
height increased but the quantity of con- 
crete cast decreased to offset this increase. 

When it became evident that the job 
was going smoothly the contractor was 
asked whether the completion date could 
be brought forward. It was finally decided 
to make Christmans Eve the new target 
date, 

Work was started on the brickwork on 
November 10, but it was impossible to sup- 
ply the bricklayers from the hoist since 
this was in operation full time for the 
concreting crew. However, bricks were 
laid at the flue level and the brick arches 
over the flues completed by using two mid- 
get hoists. 

The concrete shell was completed and 
the flag put up on November 30, a total 
of 73 days. 

The majority of the brickwork was 
carried out after November 30, by two 
crews each consisting of four bricklayers. 
Difficulty was experienced at this time in 
obtaining sufficient acid resisting bricks; it 
was found necessary to obtain 60,000 


bricks from the south of England to supply 
the bricklayers. Unfortunately. the coef- 
ficient of expansion of these bricks was 
exactly twice that of the bricks supplied 
in the north. This meant that each 
bracket had to be completed in one type of 
brick to avoid differential expansion. Care- 
ful stockpiling was essential to avoid con- 
fusion which entailed extra work. During 
20 days the eight men laid 140,000 bricks 
and in order to reach the required com- 
pleted date worked of their own accord 
“Ghosters” (i.e., 36-hour shifts with 12-hour 
breaks). 

High winds made it difficult to fix the 
lightning conductor tapes, this work being 
done from cradles, but on December 20. 
the work was completed. The scaffold 
tower was stripped out in three days and 
the chimney officially handed over on 
December 24. 

During the construction safety precau- 
tions were considered and no accidents 
occurred. 

The contract took 101 days showing a 
saving on the contractual time of 64 days. 

The speed with which the above contract 
was carried out is a considerable technical 
achievement, due in no small measure to 
the harmony and enthusiasm shown be- 
tween client and contractor, and is a 
tribute to the British working man.

STILL TOO MUCH MEDIOCRE 
HOUSE BUILDING 


“There is still too much building that 
is only passable,” stated the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government, Mr. Henry 
Brooke, when he opened a one-day con- 
ference in London last week on Homes 
of the Future. The conference, which was 
sponsored by the Federation of Registered 
House-Builders, coincided with the in- 
auguration of the first National Homes 
Week, organised by the same body. 

The building industry as a whole must 
set its sights at a higher level than the 
passable and the mediocre and make 
certain that every house was well con- 
structed and an asset to its owner, con- 
tinued the Minister. 

“Anvone who buys a house covered by 
a certificate of the National House-Builders 
Registration Council has an assurance that 
it is well built,” said Mr. Brooke. But 
there were still far too many builders who 
did not take part in this scheme. Many 
of them might be very good builders, but 
the ordinary man buying a house had no 
way of knowing which were—except by 
experience, and then it might be too late. 
He thought the time might well come when 
the public would feel that a certificate of 
this kind should be a normal and natural 
feature of any sale of a new house. If the 
house-builders willed it. the certificates 
could become the hallmark of their 
service to the public. 

Referring to good design and the need 
to meet the demand for home ownership 
not only in quantity but in quality, he 
pointed out that the houses built today 
were being built for 50 or 100 years. 

“A housing estate,” Mr. Brooke stated, 
“should not be simply a piece of land 
to be cut up into building plots. It should 
be thought of and planned as a whole, so 
that the houses in it gain a collective 
attractiveness as well as an individual one. 
In this the architects and builders have 
a responsibility not just to house- 
purchasers, but to the public at large.’

DISCIPLINE INVOLVED 


To the Editor of “The Contract Journal.” 


Sir,—Firm-price tendering imposes cer- 
tain disciplines—and discipline is some- 
times irksome. This is apparent from 
some of the replies received by The 
Contract Journal in its recent survey. The 
results of surveys depend, of course, on 
the field of investigation: the N.F.B.T.E. 
has also carried out a limited survey on 
this subject. The Past-President, Mr. 
T. V. Prosser, would not have made the 
statements he made had he not certain 
evidence at his disposal. He was cer- 
tainly not singling out official architects 
in his criticism nor was he setting up 
builders as paragons of virtue. In fact, 
the Ministry of Works, who set the ball 
rolling in this direction has by full docu- 
mentation probably done more to make 
firm-price tendering successful than any 
other body. There is little doubt, how- 
ever, from the information at our disposal 
that quite a number of clients and archi- 
tects have jumped on this particular 
band wagon without being prepared to 
accept fully their own responsibility in 
making a success of such a procedure. 

Let us agree at once that the disciplines 
involved must be accepted by the client 
and builder as well as the architect: if 
the client is not prepared to give sufficient 
time to the architect for his own planning 
and if the builder is inadequately organised 
to use the opportunities presented by full 
documentation then the system will fail 
despite a competent architect. But of the 
three involved, the key man to success 
must be the architect. 

Successfully applied, firm-price tender- 
ing may well result in lower costs, not 
because any increase comes out of the 
pocket of the builder but because the 
prerequisites of firm-price tendering are 
the prerequisites of efficient building: if 
applied at half-cock it will probably cost 
more than under a contract with a fluctua- 
tion clause. The time of danger for this 
method of letting contracts is when there 
are signs of inflation or when there is 
too much work on the drawing board. 

The disciplines of this method of con- 
tracting include a clear-cut brief from 
client to architect, sufficient time to trans- 
late this brief into drawings and quantities. 
a quick acceptance of the tender, the 
minimum of prevarication and chanzs. 
detailed planning on the part of the 
builder, a fast job and a quick settlement 
of the final account. Once these disci- 
plines become matters of habit for all 
contracts irresnective of a firm-price. then 
an impact will have been made on building 
efficiencv generally. 

But please do not let us be so naive as 
to believe that because builders have not 
invoked their rights under the R.I.B.A. 
Form of Contract to take legal action 
against architects or that thev have not 
published lists of offending persons that 
evervthing in the garden is lovely. Let us 
all accent some weaknesses and set about 
eradicating them.

THREE PRINCIPAL PROBLEMS 


To the Editor of “The Contract Journal.” 


Sir,—It is encouraging to read such 
refreshingly frank expressions of opinion 
from the leading architects of local and 
public authorities on the need for full

documentation in the successful operation 
of the policy of firm-price tendering. 

It is even more interesting to find that 
almost without exception they hold similar 
or reconcilable views about the advantages 
to be gained and the problems encountered. 

The problems seem to fall into these 
principal categories, (1) staff problems, (2) 
short-term government planning—includ- 
ing delays in authorisations, and (3) the 
failure of some builders to respond to 
the advantages inherent in full documenta- 
tion. 

Regarding staff problems, this affects 
all architects, whether public authority 
or private practitioners and is the result, 
in my opinion, of training too many archi- 
tects, without a corresponding and essen- 
tially complementary force of chief 
assistants and good draughtsmen. It would 
seem that there is a void in the curriculum 
of training schools and colleges which 
must be filled if any improvement is to 
be obtained in the future. Training an 
architect is an expensive business—his 
expert qualifications should not be mis- 
applied simply because there are insuffi- 
cient members of supporting personnel. 
Moreover, as the architect is the acknow- 
ledged leader of the building team he has 
a responsibility to set an example to the 
remainder of the team and to hold him- 
self above criticism by his team mates. He 
can best fulfil this important function if 
he is adequately supported by the right 
type of members of staff throughout the 
chain of administration. The industry 
would be glad to join with the profession 
in considering educational policies which 
oo result in providing the supporting 
staff. 


Short-term government planning is one 
of the most restricting of influences on 
the activities of public authority architects 
and it must, at times, strike despair in 
their hearts. I have frequently drawn 
public attention to the problem and many 
of us were encouraged to believe we were 
seeing the end of annual planning when 
two- or three-year terms were introduced 
for schools and hospitals. But this is 
not enough; as educational, health, housing 
and most other forms of public authority 
building, .yes, even prisons! are directly 
related to the needs of the population there 
would seem to be no valid reason why all 
such building could not be related to five- 
year programmes. [If all concerned con- 
tinue to advocate the benefits to be 
derived from such a policy we may ulti- 
mately get what the architects and the 
industry know to be right. 

As to the weaknesses of some builders, 
I accept the point that there is bound to 
be a fall-short in standards of efficiency 
in such a vast industry as ours. But to 
some extent we have suffered from staff 
problems too, if for somewhat different 
reasons compared with architects. For 
a period of 14-15 years from 1939, builders 
were unable to employ the full advantages 
of planned works programming because 
half the time they did not know whether 
we were going to get the materials or not. 
Looking back, it was a pretty chaotic 
period and planning engineers were not 
trained in adequate number, if at all. 
But we have identified this problem and 
the industry is now engaged in an 
immensely expanded educational pro- 
gramme which should result in all round 
improvement in the standards of efficiency 
over the next five years. 

Finally, my statement was not confined 
to public authority architects, who in the 
main have an excellent record for pro- 
viding our members with essential infor- 
mation in good time. It would be a much 


happier industry if all architects could 
copy their example! Then we could take 
the full commercial risk implicit in com- 
petitive contracting for almost any size 
of job.

BOROUGH SURVEYOR’S 
EXPERIENCE 


To the Editor of “The Contract Journal.” 

Sir,—Ten years ago this authority, like 
many others, was engaged in the housing 
drive, and I well remember the endless 
lists of so-called basic materials submitted 
with every tender. I have even seen nails 
and petrol scheduled. There was a period 
when this authority made use of a list of 
basic materials which had been recom- 
mended by the Ministry of Housing. Even 
this document, however, after a couple of 
years, proved irksome to both staff and 
contractor as many hours were expended in 
checking invoices, very often only to find 
that the increases were cancelled by the 
decreases. 

From about 1954 onwards I began 
whittling the schedule until, in 1956, my 
contracts were firm priced, except for 
bricks, wages and other emoluments. By 
the end of 1957 I was getting contractors 
tendering “fixed prices” quite willingly. 

I am inclined to the view that firm-price 
tendering is here to stay, with the possible 
exception of very expensive schemes of say 
two or more years’ duration which some 
consideration might be given to the wages 
and other emoluments,

Now, if securing points are built in 
on all buildings the future risks in main- 
tenance will be largely eliminated—and 
that seems to be something easy and 
cheap to do but is almost never done. 

Shipbuilders and sailors here got to- 
gether on that point years ago. Why not 
equal co-operation in the building and 
civil engineering trade? ,

Showed how World 


is Tackling Problem 


( RGANISED by the British Road 

Federation, the Car Parking 
Exhibition held last week at the Institu- 
tion of Civil Engineers, showed how 
towns and cities throughout the world 
are dealing with the car parking pro- 
blem. Exhibits included 35 models of 
multi-storey and underground parking 
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garages and photographs, plans and 
drawings of some 250 garages, motels, 
motorway service areas, shopping 
centres and drive-in banks and post 
offices assembled from many parts of 
the world. 


Seen at the exhibition were: 

(Top left) Kaufhof Garage, Cologne, 
Germany. This garage has five storeys 
above ground level and occupies an ap- 
proximate site area of 180,800 sq. ft. The 
average number of vehicles parked is 130 
per hour. 


(Centre left) “Downtown Centre” 
Garage, San Francisco, California, U.S.A. 
This privately owned and operated garage 
provides a total of 1,374 car spaces on 
11 floors, including basement and roof. 
The garage can take in 20 cars per minute 


and discharge 25 per minute. 


(Bottom left) Parking Garage “Grot- 
tenau,” Augsburg, Germany. The approxi- 
mate site area of this privately owned and 
operated ramp-type garage is 48,440 sq. ft. 
It provides 333 car spaces. Customers 
park their own cars. 


(Top right) Parking Garage at Exeter, 
Devon. Four shops, a public arcade, work- 
shops and stores are included in this 
garage, which occupies an irregular site 
area of about 17,000 sq. ft. Space is pro- 
vided for 500 vehicles. Each car space 
cost about £150; cars are both attendant 
and customer-parked. 


(Centre right) Roof parking on shops in 
Corby New Town, Northants. The 
Development Corporation have included 
roof parking for 45 cars in their scheme 
for the New Town centre; this scheme 
comprises a five-storey block of shops and 
flats, a one-storey block of shops and a 
two-storey supermarket. 


(Bottom right) Model of Proposed 
Garage, Aldersgate Street, E.1. This 
garage, occupying an approximate site area 
of 33,000 sq. ft. will have seven storeys 
above ground and one below and will 
provide space for about 700 cars. It will 
be possible to take in and discharge 500 
cars per hour. Cars will be attendant 
and/or customer-parked, The garage will 
be owned and operated by a private com- 
pany and is expected to be completed 
early in 1961. 
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MULTI-STOREY PARK LANE 
HOTEL CONTRACT 


EMOLITION work is now in pro- 
gress and construction is expected 
to start shortly on a tower hotel of 
30 floors proposed at Park Lane, 
London, by New City Properties, Ltd. 
The building, which still has to receive 
final approval for some planning details, 
will be situated between Hertford Street, 
Stanhope Row, Pitts Head Mews and Park 
Lane, and will consist generally of a Y- 
shaped 24-storey tower block supported on 
pillars above a two-storey podium. Below 
ground will be three levels of basements 
containing parking space for about 360 
cars, storage space and mechanical and 
heating plant. 

Internally the hotel will provide about 
506 bedrooms, with a top floor club and 
restaurant, and ballroom and banqueting 
facilities for 1,350 people on the first floor. 
To be known as the London Hilton Hotel, 
it will be leased to Hilton Hotels Inter- 
national, Inc., when it is completed in the 
middle of 1962. The total cost, including 
land acquisition, is about £6m., and the 
actual building cost is estimated at 
about £3m.

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CONTRACTING OUT OF NEW 
PENSION SCHEME 


Early Application Important 


K MPLOYERS wishing to contract out 

of the new graduated pension 
scheme but who do not apply in sufficient 
time will have to pay graduated con- 
tributions from April, 1961, when 
collection of these contributions starts, 
until such date as a certificate is issued 
and takes effect. 

Answering a Parliamentary Question last 
week about the progress of arrangements 
for contracting out under the National In- 
surance Act, 1959, the Minister of Pensions 
and National Insurance, Mr. John Boyd- 
Carpenter, said that applications to the 
Registrar of Non-Participating Employ- 
ments for a certificate might be made at any 
time, whether before or after April, 1961. 
But employers who wished to have certifi- 
cates in force by then should allow suficient 
time in making their application for the 
Registrar to deal with them. 

In cases where a certificate, even though 
applied for, had not been issued, graduated 
contributions would be payable from April, 
1961, until such date as the certificate was 
issued and took effect. Mr. Boyd- 
Carpenter said that the Registrar had been 
available to employers since last July for 
informal consultations about the require- 
ments for contracting out. 


Road Accidents 

Mr. Janner asked the Minister of Trans- 
port if he would give, expressed in vehicle 
miles, the fatality rate and the injury rate 
for M.l1 and M.45, and for the comparable 
length of A.5 and A.45, respectively, to the 
latest convenient date; also similar figures 
for the same length of A.5 and A.45 for a 
comparable period before the motorways 
were open to traffic. 

Replying, the Minister said that between 
November 2, 1959, and February, 1960, the 
fatality rate on M.1 and M.45 was .11 per 
million vehicle miles, and the injury acci- 
dent rate was .9. No comparable figures 
were available for A.5 and A.45. 

Mr, Janner: Is the Minister satisfied that 
the construction of the motorways has 
really improved the situation, and will he 
say how the matter is proceeding as regards 
the Leicestershire portion of the London- 
Yorkshire Motorway? 

Mr. Marples: I think, though I am not 
yet certain, that it has helped the accident 
rate. These figures should be considered 
with some reserve, as all the winter months 
motorway has been in the winter months 
and too short a time really has elapsed to 
reached a firm conclusion, 


Roads (Expenditure) 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer was 
asked by Mr. Hall what percentage of the 
total taxation imposed on road _ users, 
through the fuel, vehicle and purchase 
taxes, was devoted to road building and 
maintenance. 

In a written answer, the Economic Secre- 
tary, Mr. Anthony Barber, replied that 
expenditure on road building and main- 
tenance was not related in any way to parti- 
cular forms of revenue. Expressed as a 
percentage of the revenue derived from the 
fuel, vehicle and purchase taxes imposed 
on road users, the amount spent on road 
building, maintenance and associated road 
expenditure in the current financial year 
was about 19 per cent. 


MOTORWAY INQUIRY 


The Minister of Transport has an- 
nounced that the public inquiry into the 
scheme to fix the line of the motorway 
between Chiswick and Langley will begin 
at Chiswick Town Hall on June 14.

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TESTING OF CONTRACTORS’ PLANT 


Comprehensive Arrangements at M.E.X.E. 


GINCE August of last year, under an 

arrangement made with the 
Federation of Manufacturers of Con- 
struction Equipment, the special 
experience and facilities of the Military 
Engineering Experimental Establish- 
ment at Christchurch have been offered 
to British manufacturers of contractors’ 
plant for testing their products. After 
each test, the manufacturer receives a 
full factual report and a Certificate of 
Test. 

Tests conform to prescribed test codes 
prepared by M.E.X.E. in conjunction with 
the Federation, and in accordance with 
such B.S.I. standards as are applicable. 
A condition of the contract is that from 
the time of arrival of the item until its 
final return to the manufacturer the test 
will be under the absolute control of the 
Establishment. 

Testing of prototype machines can also 
be carried out, and advice and criticism 
can be obtained on design and develop- 
ment problems. The exact nature of this 
service is a matter for negotiation between 
M.E.X.E. and the manufacturer, but in 
most cases it will apply to equipment at 
an early stage of development and/or 
at the prototype stage, when it might be 
allied with a short test and ease of main- 
tenance examination. Such a _ service 
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Tracked dynamometer 


would be strictly confidential as between 
M.E.X.E. and the manufacturer. 

Apart from the Christchurch head- 
quarters of M.E.X.E., with its metallurgical 
and materials testing laboratories, and the 
facilities for proving engines and 
mechanical and electrical equipment, the 
Establishment has at nearby’ Hurn an 
area of about 800 acres where testing 
arrangements for construction plant are 
among the most comprehensive in the 
world, 

At this proving ground, visitors were 
recently shown many of the activities 
which are part of the civil test programme 
for construction equipment. 


Test Facilities 


The first of the demonstrations con- 
sisted of a hill-start and ascent by a lorry- 
mounted Coles crane of a specially formed 
1:4 gradient with a bitumen surface, which 
remains nearly constant in wet or dry 
conditions, and a similar performance by 
a military loading shovel on a 1:3 slope. 
A grassed 1:2 slope is available for crawler 
tractor tests. Descents of these slopes 
were also made by the vehicles concerned, 

Following this, a_ stability platform, 
designed to show the maximum safe angle 
of tilt and the critical angle for engine 
performance, was operated using a Euclid 
C6 crawler tractor equipped with a dozer 
blade as the subject. A further test which 
can be carried out on this platform deter- 
mines the maximum static braking ability 
possessed by a machine.

Adjacent to this stability platform the 
visitors were shown an installation for 
defining the centre of gravity. A Vickers 
V100R tractor was driven on to this fore 





car attached to bulldozer 


and aft tilting platform until the point 
of equal balance was determined. 
Weighing of equipment with a specially 
designed mobile weighing machine allows 
the imposed load on each wheel to be ob- 


tained, and the total weight of laden equip- 
ment can be ascertained on site with a 
minimum loss of time during the opera- 
tion. 

Other demonstrations included an output 
test, using a Bray loading shovel, and 


a braking test in connection with a 
Goodwin Goliath crusher towed by a 
Scammell. For this operation the towing 


vehicle was equipped with a type of gun 
which fired a chalk pellet into the road 
at the moment of applying the brakes, 
allowing a true measurement of the dis- 
tances involved to be made. 


Dynamometer Car 


An important test facility available at 
the Establishment is the use of a dynamo- 
meter car to record drawbar pulls of up 
to 8,000Ib. 


The car is basically a Churchill tank, 
with turret and hull top plates removed 
to allow an instrument cabin to be fitted. 
A smaller diesel engine replaces the 
original motor, but the vehicle remains 
self-propelled. Two 70-h.p. oil pumps are 
driven by a power take-off from the trans- 
mission, and by throttling the output of 
these pumps a sensitively controlled load 
or drag is applied to the transmission of 
the vehicle under test. This drag is 





Stability platform in operation 
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capable of stalling the largest equipment 
on a special test track. The car weighs 
35 tons, providing stability, adequate 
adhesion, freedom from vibration and 
ease of control. 


Among the instrumentation of the car, 
the key assembly is the hydraulic cell and 
lever. The cell element consists of a 
rubber diaphragm spanning an annular gap 
between the base plate and the load 
plunger operated by a load lever. The cell 
is mounted on a vertical plate attached to 
which is the load lever, the whole plate 
being adjustable to meet the varying draw- 
bar heights. A load lever pivot point is 
also adjustable to provide four ranges of 
maximum pull: 10,000; 20,000; 40,000 and 
80,000lb. The cell is connected to a 
pressure gauge, load integrator and multi- 
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machines to be tested. The overall length 
of the track is 440yd. and at each end 
a turn round of 100ft. diameter exists. 
The entire track is level. An extension 
of a further 300yd. for carrying out high- 
speed tests is now being constructed. 
Among the lanes’ provided are the 
following: 

A dense tar surface pavement possessing 
a high coefficient of adhesion, both wet 
and dry, for the evaluation of the 
reserve tractive ability of wheeled self- 
propelled plant such as wheeled tractors. 
loading shovels, motor graders, motor 
scrapers or similar items. It is 26ft. wide 
and possesses a subgrade specially pre- 
pared to support the heaviest wheel loads 
without perceptible deformation.

pen recorder, all located on the panel in 
the instrument cabin. 


The drawbar pull integrator consists 
of a pressure transducer controlling the 
input voltage to a low inertia motor and 
counter. Any variation in hydraulic 
pressure is converted into a proportional 
variation of electrical energy. By checking 
the varying counts against dead weight 
tests over a fixed time it is possible to 
produce a graph. During a testing pro- 
gramme it is possible to produce the 
average drawbar pull immediately and 
without human error. 


A time clock is designed to start work- 
ing when the required time has been set 
on the dial and the main control switch 
closed, which is not done until the test 
officer is satisfied that the test train is 
stable. On completion of the time the 
clock automatically cuts off the electrical 
supply to all instruments. 

Other instruments in the car include: 
(a) Engine tachometer, (b) engine revolu- 
tions (both equipments under test); (c) 
true distance counter (every 6in., 1Zin. or 
24in.); (d) track or wheel progression 
counter (every 6in., 12in. or 24in.); (e) true 
speed indicator (ft./min.); (f) master clock 
and check counter; (g) finally, there is a 
strip chart recorder which enables the per- 
formance to be checked at any moment 
of a test and which also provides a per- 
manent record of each test. 


The tracked dynamometer car was 
primarily designed for testing tracked 
vehicles. In testing modern wheeled 
tractors its scope is somewhat limited, 
since it cannot be used at the higher 
speeds at which these may operate, and 
a wheeled dynamometer car has now been 
built to meet this problem. 


Test Tracks 


Test tracks on the area have been the 
subject of continued investigation and the 
present system consists of five lanes, four 
of which are all-weather surfaces, each 
designed to enable specific performance 
data to be evaluated for the various 


which enables the tracks to achieve maxi- 
mum traction with a minium of track slip. 
This surface was the result of six years’ 
investigation at M.E.X.E., in which the 
aim was to provide a surface which woul 
offer constant non-slip properties under 
varying conditions of temperature, 
humidity and saturation. With crawler 
tractors up to 200-h.p. track slip rarely 
exceeds 3 per cent. and slip seldom exceeds 
7% per cent. with tractors exceeding 
200-h.p. This enables the machine under 
test to achieve the maximum drawbar pull 
which its power plant is capable of 
developing. The tracks penetrate to 
grouser level on the surface of the test lane 
during testing but the surface is im- 
mediately reinstated by passing a steel 
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wheeled roller of 6-8 tons weight over it 
immediately testing is suspended. The 
composition of this surface is clay, stone, 
sand, hydrated lime and_ rubberised 
bitumen, 


For purposes of evaluating beach and 
shore mobility, one lane of 400yd. is 
halved, 200yd. being beach sand and the 
balance composed of 24in. to 4in. assorted 
shingle. These lanes are invaluable for 
assessing the performance of plant likely 
to be used on beaches and river sides. 


Another lane is representative of the 
surfaces which constructional engineers 
generally encounter in actual practice and 
possesses an adhesion of from 65 to 75 
per cent. The surface is invaluable for 
evaluating tyre sizes, inflations and tread 
patterns, and is readily reinstated after 
use by grading, rolling and in some cases 
adding water. This is not, however, an 
all-weather track, and during excessive 
rainy periods testing becomes impracticable 
as adhesion is considerably reduced. 


Boggy Terrain 


As well as the test tracks, a boggy 
terrain test course is provided to enable 
mobility tests to be carried out under 
measurable conditions. The course con- 
sists of disturbed road surfaces of boggy 
soil (sand, clay and organic materia!) which 
rests on a firm but sticky bottom, and 
peat and other organic types of swamp 
which rest on a saturated bottom. This 
track becomes progressively harder to 
negotiate as vehicles penetrate farther, 
until aided recovery is necessary. Con- 
ditions are maintained as nearly constant 
as possible. 

Among the many other tests which 
M.E.X.E. can carry out are those for dis- 
placement, used for earthmoving plant on 
a quantity/time basis; noise level of 
engines and other equipment; engine and 
fuel efficiency; and ease of maintenance. 

The response to the Establishment's 
civil test programme from manufacturers 
has been very large, and the services of 
M.E.X.E. as a testing authority for con- 
tractors’ plant are engaged for many 
months ahead.

a" one time the major causes of 
dampness in houses were rain 
penetration and rising ground moisture. 
Nowadays, condensation has taken their 
place, and this Digest considers its 
causes and how it may be prevented. 
The main reasons for the increase in the 


incidence of condensation may be sum- 
marised as follows:

will be seen from the graph in Fig. 1. that 
the lower the moisture content, the lower 
the temperature that can be tolerated 
before condensation occurs. The graph 
can be used by marking an appropriate 
point on the Relative Humidity curves 
and drawing a horizontal line through this 
point to the “Air Saturated” curve. The 
“dewpoint” temperature, at which conden- 
sation will start, can then be read from 
the point of intersection. 

If steady temperature conditions can be 
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in the kitchen or bathroom, 
and may be dried indoors as 
well. Trends in design are 
largely responsible for this; 
sculleries and outhouses that 
would keep the steam away 
from the rest of the house 
are no longer provided. 

Flueless oil and gas-burning 
appliances are in more wide- 
spread use. The main pro- 
duct of combustion 
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Solid floors without an in- 
sulating floor finish suffer from 
condensation because they are 
slow to warm up. “Cold 
bridges,”” such as dense con- 
crete lintels, are also trouble- 
some. 

It is more common for dwellings to 
remain unoccupied during the day, often 
without background heating, with a sudden 
rise in temperature and humidity during 
the evening. 


How Condensation Arises 


Before attempting a solution of the con- 
densation problem, consideration must be 
given to the way in which it happens. In 
an occupied building, the humidity is 
usually rather higher inside than out. 
People themselves and many of their 
activities increase the moisture content 
of the air. Thus, sedentary persons 
breathe out roughly one pint of water, as 
vapour, every 10 hours. Moisture vapour 
is also released by cooking, by drying 
clothes and by the combustion of oil or 
gas. For every pint of oil burnt, just 
over a pint of water is produced. 


The temperature within the dwelling is 
usually higher than outside and in con- 
sequence the relative humidity of the air 
inside may be lower. This tends to give 
a false impression. What really matters 
is the actual moisture content of the air, 
irrespective of temperature and relative 
humidity. It is this moisture content that 
decides at what temperature the air will 
become saturated with moisture vapour 
and will start to release liquid water. It

assumed, it is possible to make an esti- 
mate of the liability of wall and ceiling 
surfaces to suffer condensation. Given a 
definite internal air temperature and an 
external air temperature, the temperature 
of the internal surfaces of walls and roofs 
(including ceiling) can be calculated from 
their “U” value. The formula is shown 
below. 

The graph in Fig. 2 indicates some con- 
ditions under which condensation is just 
about to start on walls and ceilings (W 
and R respectively) when the outside air 
is at freezing point. 

If conditions are not steady, as when 
there is a sudden rise in temperature 
and humidity, this calculation is invalid. 
Another factor, the heat capacity, becomes 
important, as it controls the rate at which 
the surface temperature can rise. For 
instance, a solid floor with a non-insulating 
finish would have a surface that is slow 
to warm; given a rise in temperature and 
humidity of the air above, it might suffer 
condensation for several hours. Such a 
rapid change in air conditions sometimes 
results from a change in the weather; 
there are usually several days a year when 
a warm, muggy spell succeeds a cold one 
and causes condensation. The bigger the 
heat capacity the longer the condensation 
persists. In dwellings, a rapid rise in 
temperature and humidity is often caused

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artificially, particularly in those buildings 
that are not occupied during the day. 

The condensation does not always occur 
in the room where the moisture vapour is 
produced. Much of the moisture vapour in 
a dwelling is produced in a kitchen; it 
drifts from there into the colder parts of 
the building such as the stairwell and 
bedrooms and causes condensation on the 
cold surfaces in those rooms. At times it 
may cause dampness in the soft furnishings, 
including the bedding. These materials 
are slightly hygroscopic and so can pick 
up moisture from the air even at tempera- 
tures not quite low enough to produce 
condensation in the normal way. Con- 
densation often appears on cold water 
pipes and it is sometimes assumed that 
the pipe is leaking. Dampness due to this 
cause may appear at one point, e.g., at 
the bottom of a vertical length. 


Design Consideration 


Whether condensation is troublesome 
depends very much on the way in which 
a house is used. Some people seem to 
keep a dwelling dry even under adverse 
conditions, and others seem to promote 
condensation in spite of having every 
opportunity to avoid it. Even so, a great 
deal can be done in the design to reduce 
the likelihood of condensation. Important 
factors are discussed below. 


All Houses 


Background heating. Even a low level 
of background heating to keep the tem- 
perature of the house slightly above that 
of the outside air, well be sufficient to avoid 
condensation. Obviously the cost must be 
taken into account. The solid-fuel boiler 
often serves for background heating as 
well as supplying hot water. 

Thermal insulation. Insulation is re- 
quired to obtain the maximum benefit from 
the background heating. A “U” value 
not above 0.30 at most is recommended. 
The insulation also helps to eliminate cold 
surfaces but care must be taken, in design, 
to avoid “cold bridges” at lintels, etc. 
Ventilating moisture vapour to the open 
air. As much as possible of the moisture 
vapour produced in the house should be 
removed by ways of flues or vents. Of 
particular importance is the provision of: 

Clothes-drying facilities, making sure 
that the moist air is not fed back into 
the dwelling. 

A hood over the cooker, vented to 
the open air. 

A flue or vent pipe to provide per- 
manent ventilation in main rooms where 
it is likely that “flueless” combustion 
appliances will be used for space heating. 

An opening top light or ventilator to 
the kitchen, higher than the top of the 
door. 


Favourable orientation. Whilst there 
are many factors that determine the orien- 
tation of a kitchen, it is an advantage from 
the standpoint of minimising condensation 
to have the kitchen sited towards the 
north-east corner of the dwelling. In this 
way the natural ventilation which operates 
at most times from the west or south-west 
will not tend to distribute the moist air 
produced in these rooms to the rest of 
the house. 


Where There is Intermittent Heating 


Where there is intermittent heating as 
in houses and flats that are unoccupied 
during the day, special precautions are 
required. The surfaces of floors, walls 
and ceilings must be such that they can 
warm up quickly. This can be attained 
by having the surface layer of material 
with a good thermal insulation value or 
by having a lightweight lining of low 
thermal capacity. 

In this respect the suspended timber 
floor has an advantage over the solid floor. 
To avoid temporary condensation on a 
solid floor it is necessary to have an in- 
sulating finish such as timber or cork. 

Walls are best given either an insulating 
plaster finish or a lightweight lining of, 
for instance, plasterboard. Ceilings of 


(The internal surface resistance can be taken to nave a value of 0-7 for walls and 0-6 for ceilings) jouses with pitched roofs usually have a 
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low thermal capacity but those of flat 
roofs are sometimes merely the underside 
of a dense concrete slab, requiring a layer 
of insulating material such as expanded 
polystyrene. 

Cold water pipes. Existing cold water 
pipes that are troublesome will need to 
be wrapped and sealed with a vapour 


barrier. In new buildings siting the cold 
pipe near a hot pipe will usually be 
sufficient. 


Interstitial Condensation 


Traditionally built houses have porous 
walls and roofs, which are able to cope 
with the higher internal humidity. So 
long as the interior of the 
building is slightly warmer 


than the outside air, moisture 70 
tends to distil from the inner 
surface to the outer surface 
and to be lost from there by 65 
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evaporation, 

Departures from traditional 
construction often involve pro- 
vision of an impervious mem- 
brane at some point in the 
structure. For instance, with 
flat roofs, the covering is not 
only watertight, it is vapour- 
tight; consequently, in cold 
weather, the warm moist air 
permeating from below may 
deposit moisture on the under- 
side of this covering. Some- 
times the water collects in 
sufficient quantity to drip back 
into the building. 40 

There are two ways in 
which this trouble can be 
avoided. One is to proved a 
vapour barrier on the warm Us Oo 
side, as on or just behind the 
ceiling of a flat roof or wall 
lining. This method is 
favoured in Canada and the 
U.S.A. Vapour barriers can 
be formed with sheet materials

is 30° F. 
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such as bitumen felt, metal foil, polythene 
and impregnated paper; care must be taken 
to seal the joints. A barrier can also be 
formed by building up a paint coating. 
Here the weakness is the likelihood of 
splitting of the paint layer where it covers 
discontinuities such as the joints between 
ceiling boards or wall/ceiling junctions. 
Some information on vapour barriers is 
given in Digest No. 117. 

The alternative solution is that favoured 
in Scandinavia, whereby ventilation is pro- 
vided within the flat roof just below the 
waterproof covering. This technique is 
less liable to breakdown, but requires more 
detailing in design. The ventilation, which

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must be to the open air and not to the 
interior of the building, ensures dilution 
of any moist air that might penetrate from 
below to the underside of the roof cover- 
ing. This, in turn, reduces the amount 
of condensation, except for the special 
conditions with metal roofs which are 
described below. 


It must be emphasised that intersitial 
condensation is troublesome mainly where 
there is an air space within the cold part 
of the structure. Given a porous material 
such as lightweight concrete with a tightly 
bonded waterproof membrane, there is no 
space in which water can collect. Any 
accumulation of water near the membrane 
is dispersed by absorption into the neigh- 
bouring material. With this construction 
condensation troubles can be avoided so 
long as the build-up in winter is offset by 
loss of water in summer. It should be 
noted, however, that the insulation value 
of a porous material is reduced by the 
presence of moisture. 


Sheet metal roofs where the insulation 
is not in direct contact with the metal have 
a peculiarity that calls for special treat- 
ment. On clear nights they lose so much 
heat by radiation that the temperature 
of the metal drops below that of the sur- 
rounding air. A difference of as much 
as 10 degrees F. has been recorded. This 
cooling by radiation may lead to deposi- 
tion of moisture (dew) on both sides of 
the metal sheets, and that on the under- 
side may drip back and cause dampness 
in the building. Ventilation of the roof 
space cannot prevent condensation on the 
underside of the roof sheeting when the 
roof is radiating heat to a cold night sky, 
but it is useful in getting rid of water by 
evaporation during the day. Treatment 
of the underside of the metal with an 
anti-condensation paint is required in addi- 
tion to a vapour barrier or ventilation 
needed to prevent interstitial condensation.

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TERRACED HOUSE ON THREE FLOORS 
Part of Garden Development at Upper Norwood 


lanes first of a new type of terraced 

house, providing 1,015 sq. ft. of 
accommodation on three floors, has been 
built on a site at Auckland Ridge, Upper 
Norwood, where on a wooded hillside 
89 dwellings are to be built as part 
of a private landscaped garden scheme. 

The house has been designed by K. W. 
Bland, A.R.I.B.A., and the development 
is being undertaken by Wates Built Homes. 
Ltd. 

Main entrance to the house, with a glazed 
door and screen, is on a lower ground 
floor. The entrance hall is finished with 
thermoplastic tiles and contains a buiit-ir 
cupboard. An internal door leads of 
the hall to a fuel store and garage, 17ft. 6in. 
by 9ft. and fitted with metal “up and 
over” doors. 

The lounge and dining rooms are located 
on the ground floor and are divided by 
Marley Regal folding doors. The floors 
in both rooms are finished in African hard- 
wood strip boarding. The lounge, 
16ft. 9in. by 15ft. 6in., has large picture 
frame windows spanning the ‘width of 
the house and incorporates an open fire- 
place. The dining room, 8ft. 6in. square, 
gives access to the rear terrace and garden 
and opens out into the kitchen. 

The kitchen incorporates a number of 
cupboards, a_ stainless steel sink and 
drainer and plastic topped work surfaces. 
A Prestcold “Packaway” refrigerator is 
built in at eye-level. The floors are finished 





in Marley tiles and the walls are half-tiled 
in white glazed ceramics. 

A glass-panelled staircase runs from tn¢ 
lounge to the first floor, which has two 
double bedrooms each with built-in ward- 
robes. The rear bedroom also has a large 
airing cupboard containing a cork insulated 
hot water cylinder with thermostatically 
controlled immersion heater. A third bed- 
room, a guest room, includes a mirrored 
corner vanity unit. 

The bathroom contains a vitreous china 
pedestal basin and low-flush w.c. suite. 
Heating in this room is provided by a 
high-level “‘Radisil” infra-red heater. 

Automatic space heating is provided by 
F45 Halcyon 17,000 B.Th.U. gas-fired space 
heater with electric fans and outlet grilles 
in the lounge, dining room and two 
principal bedrooms. This unit, which is 
fully selective, is controlled by a thermo- 
stat and time clock in addition to hand 
switches on each outlet. 

Externally the house has brick eleva- 
tions with a mixture of weatherboarding 
and multi-coloured panels ‘beneath the 
picture frame windows. The roof is of 
Welsh slate. 

The house is available with three or 
two bedrooms. In the two-bedroom house 
the principal bedroom incorporates the 
guest room giving overall dimensions of 
15ft. 6in. by 12ft. 6in. The properties are 
for freehold sale, at £4,500 for centre and 
£4,750 for end houses.

NEW SALARY SCALE FOR 
L.C.C. ENGINEERS 


In reply to a question at the recent meet- 
ing of the L.C.C., the chairman of the 
establishment committee, Mr. R. E. 
Goodwin, said that the committee was 
drawing up a new salary scale for the 
council’s technical staff. These scales, if 
approved, should operate as from April I, 
1960. 

The chairman stated that in framing 
these revised scales the objective had been 
to adopt levels which were sufficient to 
be reasonably competitive, and not only 
to produce a tidier structure but to 
eliminate the overlapping scales which 
were introduced when improvements were 
granted at the maximum of certain grades 
in 1955. 

The scales proposed are: Assistant 
Senior Engineer, etc., £1,900 x £75— 
£2,050; P.A. Prof., £1,700 x £50—£1,750 
x £75—£1,900; Grade I, £1,500 x £50— 
£1,700; Grade II £1,250 x £50—£1,500; 
Grade III, £750 x £40—-£1,150, thence, 
subject to a certificate by the head of 
the department that the ability of the 
officer and the work assigned to him 
justify this course, x £50—£1,250. 

It is also proposed by a modification of 
the present procedure on promotion that 
any officer who has reached the maximum 
of one grade shall enter the next grade 
above at one increment up the scale, with 
appropriate adjustments where necessary 
of the incremental date.

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NEW LABORATORIES CENTRALISE 
COIL SPRING RESEARCH 


A VITAL component of almost all 
machinery, yet one about which 
comparatively little is written or 
spoken, is the coil spring. In order to 
ensure that this unit, whether of the 
traditional carbon steel or of the alloy 
materials now being tried, is able to 
stand up to the stresses and strains of 
modern developments in plant, much 
research and testing is called for. 

The Coil Spring Federation 
Research Organisation has 
now been able to centralise 
this research in a new labora- 
tory building built at Don- 
caster Street, Sheffield. 
Opened on March 24, by 
Sir Harry Melville, K.C.B., 
F.R.S., secretary of D.S.LR., 
these laboratories will enable 
research to be carried out on 
springs made from the finest 
wires to bars of up to 2in. in 
diameter. In addition tests 
will be made on materials in 
wire and strip form, and strip 
form, and metallurgical in- 
vestigations will be under- 
taken on a very wide range 
of ferrous and non-ferrous 
alloys. 

The ground floor of the two- 
storey building contains 
laboratories for heavy-fatigue 
testing, general mechanical 
testing, experimental heat 
treatment and electro-plating. 
In the fatigue testing labora- 
tory are housed 12}-hp. 
machines capable of applying 
a dynamic load of 9 tons, 
which are used for fatigue 
testing heavy coil springs. Up 
to 18 springs may be tested 
at one time. Other machines 
used for fatigue testing springs 
of the internal combustion 
engine type are capable of 
infinitely variable speeds of 
compression of up to 4,000 
per min. A special feature of 
this laboratory is the sound- 
proofing and anti-vibration features in- 
corporated in both the suspended ceiling 
and the floor. 

The mechanical testing laboratory 
houses a variety of conventional machines 
used for determining the properties of 
both specimens and springs, covering the 
range of material diameters .004-2in. One 
machine, for example. is capable of develop- 
ing a maximum torque of 120,000Ib. in. and 
is used to investigate the effects of harden- 
ability on the static torsional properties of 
large-diameter spring steel bars. 

There is a comprehensive range of 
machines, capable of applying static loads 





from a few ounces up to 30 tons. The 
determination of fatigue characteristics of 
drawn wires of diameters .01-.25in. is pro- 
vided for by high-speed rotating-beam 
fatigue machines, which can complete up 
to 100,000,000 cycles in as little time as 
one week. 

The study of corrosion and protection of 
spring materials and the effects of hydrogen 
embrittlement due to electroplating is 
being continued in a new _ laboratory 


Loads of up to one ton are applied by this machine 
in order to study the load/deflection characteristics

specially fitted out for this purpose. 
Facilities are available for electroplating 
copper, zinc, tin, cadmium and nickel, and 
the experimental heat-treatment laboratory 
is equipped with fully instrumented electric 
furnaces. 

The laboratories contain a number of 
machine tools and a shot-peening unit 
which automatically rotates the object 
under treatment while at the same time 
traversing it with the shot stream. 

The first floor is devoted to light labora- 
tories, containing small static testing 
machines, general scientific instruments 
and equipment; administrative offices, and 


WORK OF ENGINEERING CONSTRUCTION 
Definition Widened 


EGULATIONS extending the definition 

of the expression “work of engineer- 

ing construction” in section 152 of the 

Factories Act, 1937, have been laid before 

Parliament by Mr. Edward Heath, Minister 

of Labour, and will come into operation 
on May 15, 1960. 

Under these regulations works which will 
now also be included within the definition 
are the construction, structural alteration 
or repair (including repointing or repaint- 
ing), or the demolition of any steel or rein- 
forced concrete structure other than a 
building, any road, airfield, sea defence 
works or river works, and any other civil 


or constructional engineering works of a 
similar nature to any of these works. 

The definition will not, however, apply 
to these works if they are carried on in a 
factory as defined in the 1937 Act, or on 
premises to which that Act applies, or on a 
railway or tramway, 

The effect of the regulations is that from 
May 15, next the requirements of the 
Factories Acts about sanitary conveniences, 
and notifying sites of operations, accidents 
and industrial diseases among others will 
apply to these classes of work. The new 
safety regulations for construction work, 
which the Minister proposes to make also 
apply to them. 
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a conference room. The materials testing 
laboratory contains machines for determin.

BUILDING SURVEYORS’ 
ARBITRATION 


The London and Home Counties Area of 
the Building Surveyors Institute recently 
held their first Mock Arbitration before a 
large audience. The arbitrator, John L, 
Curtis, F.R.I.B.A., F.R.I.C.S.,  F.LArb., 
heard the case of Messrs, F. G. Builder y, 
Mr. S, Employers. 

The case arose through the architects 
refusing to certify practical completion of 
the rebuilding work, the subject of the case, 
because he was not satisfied that the roof 
had been constructed in accordance with 
the terms of the contract. This view was 
shared by the structural engineer, called in 
by the architect, who gave evidence that 
the concrete was of a poor mix and the 
reinforcement when examined was not in 
its right place. 

The advocate for the employer said in 
his closing speech that the architect rightly 
refused to certify that practical completion 
had taken place, and that had he done so he 
would have been liable to his client for 
damages. 

In making his award, the arbitrator up- 
held the architect’s decision and granted 
the employer damages of £700 for the cost 
of renewing the roof plus damages for nine 
weeks at £100 per week for the delay in 
completion, which period extended from 
the time the builder ceased work upon the 
site until] the estimated time for the com- 
pletion of the renewal of the roof. 

This is an important discussion which is 
founded on fact and might well have 
serious consequences on building in the 
future. As the Claimants’ Advocate said 
in his closing speech, Contractors may well 
find themselves in the extremely precarious 
position of not only having their payments 
withheld indefinitely, but also liable to a 
large and perhaps crippling deduction by 
way of liquidated damages. 

At the close of the hearing the chairman 
Mr. G. T. Chequers, proposed a vote of 
thanks to all who had participated, and had 
a special word of thanks to Mr. Curtis who 
not only acted as arbitrator but also wrote 
the script.

EXPERIMENTAL 40 M.P.H. 
SPEED LIMIT 


The Minister of Transport, Mr. Ernest 
Marples, last week laid before Parliament 
the report of the Departmental Road 
Safety Committee on the results of the 
40 m.p.h. speed limit experiment in the 
London Traffic Area. 

The main facts which emerge from the 
report are that on roads which previously 
had no speed limit, the 40 m.p.h. restric 
tion caused a reduction in speeds and 
there was a fall in accident rates; while 
on roads previously subject to the 30 m.p.h. 
limit, the raising of the limit to 40 m.p.h. 
caused no appreciable change in speeds or 
accident rates. In the latter case, the 
higher limit was more realistic and con- 
sequently encouraged a better standard 
of enforcement.

NEW RAILWAY LINE TO SERVE 
NOTTINGHAMSHIRE COLLIERY 


(,OR the second time in a month, the 
Eastern Region of British Rail- 
ways have given details of a new branch 
line being built to serve a new colliery 
in the Nottinghamshire area. Bever- 
cotes, near Retford, was the first; now 
comes the announcement that a rail 
connection is under construction to link 
the new coal mine being sunk at 
Cotgrave with the Nottingham- 
Grantham line at a point near Radcliffe- 
on-Trent. 

The new railway is almost two miles 
long, more than three-quarters of it in 
single line. From the colliery end, the 
railway runs a mile to a junction where 
it branches out into two single line curves, 
each approximately }-mile long. These 
form an eastern and a western link with 
the main line. 

The eastern curve is carried over low- 
lying ground, forming the west bank of 
the River Trent, on a 30ft.-high viaduct 
which abuts onto the one carrying the 
Nottingham-Grantham line. -The track for 
the western curve will be laid on an em- 
bankment. 


Four road crossings at fairly regular 
intervals along the line have caused the 
level of the railway to be kept about 21ft. 
above that of the surrounding area—except 
at the colliery end, where the natural slope 
of the ground and the absence of a road 
permit a return to ground level. 

The ruling gradient is 1 in 392, with 
a maximum over 1,030yd. of 1 in 199. 
Material for the embankments—about 
300,000 cu. yd. of it—has been obtained 
from a borrow pit alongside the A.52 road. 


Big Viaduct 


The most spectacular feature of the 
civil engineering work is, of course, the 
viaduct carrying the eastern curve of the 
new line. More than 1,000ft. long it has 
37 spans—each of which is about 30ft. 

Pile have been driven will into the gravel 
beds underlying the site to protect the 
foundations against scouring from flood 
waters in the event of the ground being 
worked in the future. From the pile caps, 
trestles—comprising two circular concrete

Walk-ways will 
be provided along the tops of the main 
girders. 


Bridges 


Four bridges have had to be constructed 
in connection with the new branch rail- 
way. The biggest is over the Nottingham 
to Grantham (A.52) road. This is a steel 
structure, with a double span of 50ft. and 
48ft. 6in. The main girders are of built-up, 
welded sections and the deck consists of 
transverse girders encased in concrete. 
The parapets are of steel mesh panels. The 
centre support is a welded steel portal 
and the bearings are of rubber to allow 
for expansion. 

Two small bridges—one at Viaduct 
Lane (14ft. 6in. span), the other at Holme 
Lane (25ft. span)—are of composite pre- 
stressed and in-situ concrete construction. 

The whole of the work has been carried 
out under the direction of Mr. A. K. Terris, 
B.Sc., M.I.C.E., chief civil engineer, Eastern 
Region, British Railways. The main con- 
tractors for the work were the Cementation 
Co., Ltd.

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CAMBRIDGE BRIDGE RECONSTRUCTION 
Night Operations Solve Traffic Problem 


Tes engineering problems attached to 

British Railways’ modernisation 
scheme are not by any means eased by 
the necessity of avoiding dislocation 
of passenger and freight services. 

When the work entails rebuilding and 
widening a road-over-rail bridge, then the 
difficulties are further aggravated by the 
need to keep the road open—or, at least, 
closed for as little time as possible. 

One of the solutions is to do major work 
in the small hours of the morning and this 
method was adopted when the first phase 
of the reconstruction of the bridge carry- 
ing Hills Road, Cambridge, was carried out 
recently. 

The job of positioning on the abutments 
twelve prestressed concrete beams, weigh- 
ing from 24 to 13 tons and varying in 
length from 77ft. to 71lft., and a steel- 
structure footbridge 96ft. long, was done 
by two 25-ton lorry-mounted Coles cranes. 
These were positioned on the abutments 
on either side of the bridge and, syn-

chronised by loud hailer, lifted the beams 
straight from road vehicles on the bridge 
into position parallel with the road, 

The beams were brought by vehicle and 
bogie trailer from the manufacturer in 
Huntingdonshire the day before, and were 
parked in a nearby market until they were 
required. 

The road over the bridge is the main 
route to Colchester and despite the size 
of the beams and the extent of the cranes’ 
operations, traffic was kept flowing 
throughout the night by closing only one 
lane of the bridge and having the single- 
lane traffic controlled at either approach 
by the police. 

Although each lift had to be made be- 
tween the passage of trains on the line 
below, the operation was completed by the 
following morning. 

The work on the Hills Road bridge is a 
British Railways contract awarded to 
A. Monk and Co., Ltd., who sub-contracted 
the lifting operation to Pickfords Heavy 
Haulage Service.

ROAD IMPROVEMENT IN 
ROSS AND CROMARTY 


A scheme, estimated to cost about 
£140,000, for reconstructing almost four 
miles of the Ullapool-Ledmore road (A.835)

tary of State for Scotland. The scheme 
forms part of the Crofter Counties Pro- 
gramme and its full cost will be borne 
by the Government.

Talking of Safety 
b 


PAVING succeeded in tearing our- 
selves away from our handsome 
new mobile crane, Bill Manning and I 
went back to his office where we had 
two mugs of strong tea apiece, and then 
lit our pipes and got back to business. 

“When is that crane going into regular 
service?” I asked. 

“Early next week,” said the ‘General.’ 

“Good. I'll have copies of the test 
certificates sent from the Plant Yard to 
keep on your file.” 

“When does the next test take place?” 

“Officially, within the next four years— 
unless you do something awful with it, like 
folding up the jib or capsizing the thing; 
then you’ll have to indent for a thorough 
examination and test before you can use 
it again. After the next routine test, it 
will have to be thoroughly examined 
periodically by our old friend the compe- 
tent person. On building jobs the statutory 
limit is fourteen months, but we like to 
jplay safe and make it twelve months. 
Keeping the odd two months in hand gives 
us time to extract the machine from a busy 
site where they’re reluctant to part with 
it—even on an exchange basis. You'd be 
surprised how people cling to a machine 
they’ve had for a lengthy period—they 
know all its faults, I suppose: the old prin- 
ciple of a known devil being better than an 
unknown one.” 

“I suppose it’s all right for the driver to 
do the weekly inspection, as usual?” 

“Of course. Sidney is an experienced 
operator and a conscientious type. Just 
make sure he puts everything down in the 
register and signs it, and everything will 
be fine. Oh, and don’t let him forget the 
automatic indicator.” 

“What sort of safety rules do you recom- 
mend for the driver of a mobile crane?” 

I re-lit my pipe and thought hard. Off- 
the-cuff answers to broad questions like 
that are a bit tricky. 

“Well, the first thing the driver should 
do is to get hold of the maker’s instruction 
book and make a thorough study of it. 
Naturally it contains a lot of general in- 
formation but really that’s the easiest way

to absorb safety instruction. Once the 
built-in safety features of the machine are 
properly understood, the driver should 
spend some time at the controls—as you 
know, the manufacturers will usually sup- 
ply an instructor to start the new driver 
off, but even an experienced driver should 
be completely at home with the operation 
of his machine before he starts any heavy 
lifting. _Next—the actual lifting motion. 
This is very important. The driver should 
be able to gather up the loose tackle with- 
out a snatch and take up the load evenly 
without a sudden dip of the jib. If the 
weight of the load is somewhere near the 
limit for the radius, the machine should be 
travelled towards the load, if possible, so 
as to shorten the jib, but if this can’t be 
done, the load should be raised just clear 
of the ground, then halted to get the “feel” 
of it. Slewing should be a carefully con- 
trolled motion from start to finish, slowing 
down near the end of the arc to prevent 
the load from swinging.” 

“When do you think a landline should be 
used?” 


“Whenever a load has to be elevated 
to a height; also when a mobile crane has 
to travel with a suspended load. This 
business of travelling has problems all of 
its own. Modern mobile cranes are pretty 
stable but a bad operator tends to drive 
his machine to the limit. Obviously the 
lifting capacity of the machine will be rated 
for use on level ground. The raising or 
lowering of loads should never be per- 
formed on a slope. In this case, the indi- 
cator equipment would no longer be 
accurate, so the driver is in trouble all 
round. Another trap which drivers fall for 
is overhead obstructions. For some reason 
or other, pipe bridges and other overhead 
structures.usually appear to the driver to 
be higher than they really are. This 
happens more often when the crane is 
travelling with its jib at maximum radius; 
it spoils the driver’s sense of perspective— 
a kind of optical illusion I suppose. Mobile 
cranes have done a good deal of damage on 
factory premises, and given half a chance 
oes mess up a constructional site as 
well.” 

“But surely the driver’s to be blamed for 
colliding with things overhead?” 

“If there happened to be nothing in the 
way to block his view I imagine he should 
take a share of the blame, but I’m inclined 
to think the system is at fault. A travel-

ling crane should always be accompanied 
by a walking look-out man—particularly 
where overhead obstructions are present, 
The worst kind of obstructions, of course, 
are bare conductor cables, and where those 
are present and there is the least possibility 
of danger, steps should be taken by some 
responsible person to see that the operation 
proceeds safely. If that is impossible under 
existing conditions, some . alternative 
method must be considered—such as inter- 
rupting the supply.” 

“Go on,” said Bill, a trifle grimly. 
thing else?” 

“Yes, quite a lot,” I answered, “but I 
haven't time for all of it today. One more 
important point though. Always insist upon 
the driver of a slewing crane making sure 
that there is at least two feet of clearance 
between the slewing part of the machine 
and any fixtures. Otherwise somebody's 
liable to get caught in the crush.”

PLASTICS OUTPUT TREBLED 
SINCE 1950 


“World and United Kingdom produc- 
tions of plastics have both trebled since 
1950,” said Dr. R, Beeching, (development 
director and technical director of Imperial 
Chemical Industries, Ltd.), in London last 
week. He was delivering the “James 
Forrest” Lecture on the subject, “Plastics 
in Engineering,” at the Institution of Civil 
Engineers. 

“In Britain, thermoplastics were only a 
third of the total in 1950,” he continued, 
“but now account for nearly two-thirds of 
the present-day total output, which is 
approximately 500,000 tons per year. 

“This figure is still quite small in relation 
to the output of steel in terms of weight, 
but the volume of plastics produced is 
about a quarter of the volume of steel. 

“The increase in steel output since 1950 
has been less than 35 per cent. compared 
with a 200 per cent. increase in the output 
of plastics.” 

Dr, Beeching said that there can be no 
doubt that engineers find it difficult to 
know when and for what purposes plastics 
may be used with advantage. He explained 
that the reasons for this difficulty may be 
given as “the newness, the variety and the 
versatility of plastics.”

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HOUSING PROJECTS IN WESTERN NIGERIA 
Coping with Big City Population Bulge 


wit their rapidly increasing indus- 

trial expansion and consequent 
rise in living standards the cities of 
Lagos and Ibadan in Western Nigeria 
are faced with the major problem of 
over-population. 


As with most capitals of the world, an 
effort is being made to solve the problem 
by the development of large suburban 
estates some miles outside the cities’ limits. 
One of these estates is at Ikeja, 13 miles 
from Lagos, where a 550-acre housing pro- 
ject is being developed by the Western 
Region Housing Corporation of Nigeria. 

The Corporation was created by the 
Western Nigerian Government and accord- 
ing to its enabling law its primary task 
is to “increase the availablity of housing 
for acquisition by the Region’s citizens.” 
This tall order has seen fruition in the 
Ikeja project and also in the Bodija 
development which lies just outside 
Ibadan. 

Ibadan proper contains a population of 
approximately 750,000 to 1,000,000 persons 
depending upon the time of year and the 
number of agricultural workers who have 
decided to make it their temporary resi- 
dence. From Mapo Hall, the seat of the 
city council, Ibadan spreads out in what 
seems to be an endless undulating sea 
of tin roofs interspersed with gleaming 
white skyscrapers and Government 
buildings. 

The Western Region capital’s streets are 
jammed with cars, lorries, bicycles and 
pedestrians. The houses that line its main 
arteries and streets are equally crowded 
with families who have doubled up because 
of the severe shortage of living space. 


Experimental Estates 


As a measure of alleviation, the Western 
Region Housing Corporation in 1958 
launched the Bodija development, a 400- 
acre suburb that eventually will contain 
1,200 homes plus a_ shopping centre, 
churches, parks, schools and a cinema. 

The Bodija project, like its sister 
development at Ikeja, near Lagos, is an 
experiment. Its success will determine 
the Western Region’s Government housing 


plans for some time to come. That the 
Western Region intends to _ continue 
developing its own brand of suburbia is 
evidenced by the fact that negotiations are 
now under way to begin similar projects 
in the cities of Sapele and Benin. 

The houses are built of native stone and 


The houses available in both Ikeja and 
Bodija are of three price and size varieties. 
The smallest, which sells for £1,000, con- 
tains a living room, kitchen, two bed- 
rooms, bath, veranda and a bicycle store- 
room. It has a floor area of 700 sq. ft. 


The next model costs £1,580 and con-

concrete, painted in soft blues, pinks and 
yellows. They range in price from £1,000- 
£3,500. The structures, similar to those 
already built in the suburbs of Accra, were 
designed specifically for West Africa by 
a team of United Nations architects. 

The Housing Corporation is not only in 
the business of building homes but it also 
loans money to prospective buyers. The 
terms are 20 per cent. down with 15 years 
to pay. Interest rates are usually around 
7 per cent. a year.

tains 1,100 sq. ft. It has a living room, 
kitchen, store room, three bedrooms, bath, 
garage and servants’ quarters. 

The largest house available is two 
storeys, contains 2,000 sq. ft. and sells 
for £3,500. It has a living room, dining 
room, kitchen, study, three bedrooms, 14 
baths, a garage and servants’ quarters. 
The prices for all the houses include land, 
sewage, water and road development. 


Industrial Development 


The Ikeja project near Lagos differs 
from Ibadan’s Bodija development in that 
it combines an industrial estate with a 
suburb. Of Ikeja’s total of 750 acres, 
200 acres have been set aside for indus- 
trial development, 140 of which have 
already been allocated to various firms. 

People employed by the new factories 
on the Ikeja industrial development site, 
which is a strategic spot as far as sea, air 
and ground transportation and shipping 
are concerned, are expected to provide a 
ready market for the homes built in the 
new suburb. The houses will be of the 
same design as those in Ibadan and will 
sell for the same price on the same terms. 


The industrial development facet of 
Ikeja is part of the effort by the admini- 
stration to attract new industry within the 
Region’s boundaries. Two _ factories 
already under construction are Tower 
Aluminium, Ltd., a subsidiary of Alu- 
minium, Ltd., of Canada, and Nigeria 
Asbestos Cement Products. Other firms 
presently signed up for tracts in the area 
include a book publishing firm, a textile 
manufacturing plant and a shoe factory. 

The Western Region offers prospective 
industries every inducement to locate 
plants in Ikeja. Perhaps the most attrac- 
tive facet of Ikeja is that title to the land 
has already been cleared. Missing records 
and disputed claims often delay title clear- 
ing in West Africa for seemingly in- 
terminable periods. 
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LATEST BRITISH GAS WORKS 
FOR AUSTRALIA 


A USTRALIA’S most’ up-to-date gas 

works are to be built at Geelong, 
near Melbourne, by Humphreys and Glas- 
gow, Ltd., the London firm of fuel and 
chemical engineers. 

The works, due to go into operation 
next year, will consist of two Onia-Gegi 
Catalytic Reforming units, each producing 
1,500,000 cu. ft. of town gas a day. 

The units will use tail gases piped from 
a Shell oil refinery five miles away. As 
an alternative feedstock, liquefied perto- 
leum gas, for which storage facilities are 
being installed, will ensure continuous out- 
put when the refinery is shut down for 
maintenance. 

The Geelong Gas Company’s new works 
will be the first in Australia to use the 
Onia-Gegi process in which refinery gases 
of high calorific value, but varying quality. 
are combined with steam in the presence of 
a nickel catalyst to yield high hydrogen gas. 

This is enriched with additional. refinery 
gas to a calorific value of 500 B.Th.U. per 
cu. ft., and in its final composition is inter- 
changeable with normal coal gas. 
tional feature of the works is a waste heat 
steam recovery plant. 


FINLAND ORDERS MORE A.E.C. 
ENGINES 


The Diesel Engine Division of A.E.C., 
Ltd., announce that, following the visit 
of a party of Finnish Government officials 
and a larger party of transport operators to 
this country, they have received from Mr.

£24M. SPANISH CONTRACT 
FOR ENGLISH ELECTRIC 


An order worth nearly £2}m. for hydro- 
electric generating plant for two new 
Spanish power stations has been won by 
English Electric Co., Ltd. 

The machinery has been ordered by 
Hidroelectrica Espanola and will be in- 
stalled at Valdecanas and at nearby Tor- 
rejon, both some 120 miles south-west of 
Madrid. The power stations are the first 
to be built on the Spanish section of the 
River Tagus. Total output will be 
400,000-kW which will be fed into the 
Spanish power network, 


NEW £1.4M. DAM FOR 
BULAWAYO 


From Bulawayo, Rhodesia, it is reported 
that the City Council has agreed on 
the siting of a dam on the Inyankuni 
River, about seven miles from the Ncema 
Dam and 10 miles from Balla Balla. 

The Inpankuni scheme will store 21,000 
million gallons and cost £1.4m., for the dam 
and aqueduct. But extensions to filtration 
and pumping plant and delivery capacity at 
Ncema will cost another £1.8m. 


ORANGE RIVER DAM 
PROPOSAL 


A proposal to build an Orange River 
barrage, resembling the Kariba and Owens 
schemes, has been made by Dr. H. Olivier, 
of Sir Alexander Gibb and Partners, Lon- 
don, a report of whose survey has been sent 
to the South African Cabinet. 

The dam would be 80 miles from the 
river’s mouth and would cost £47m.

os in 1958, Pegson, Ltd., Coal- 

ville, Leics., decided to design an 
additional range of centrifugal pumps 
which would incorporate features not 
to be found, in the complete sense, in 
any comparable range. Now, after two 
years’ design and development work, 
the new pump, known as the Sultan, is 
being introduced to a wide range of 
industries. 

The Sultan is a vertically split, end 
suction, single stage, centrifugal pump. It 
is being produced in sizes from lL}in. to 
12in. suction branch diameter, the entire 
range comprising 42 pumps with capacities 
from 20 to 3,500 gallons per minute. 


Reduction in Parts 


Basically, there are six sets of constant 
hydraulic shapes around which all the 
pumps are designed.

(3) A choice of four interchangeable seals 
is available—three mechanical self- 
lubricating shaft seals and a conven- 
tional stuffing box with gland 
packing. These seals are suitable for 
a wide variety of liquids and all can 
be arranged for internal or external 
liquid circulation. Pump design allows 
seal changeovers to be made without 
any alteration to existing pump com- 
ponents. 

(4) All pumps are available with engines 
or electric motors or as pump ends 
to drive from independent power 
sources; direct coupling, flexible 
coupling or belt drive can be arranged. 
Standard pump construction can be 
in the following materials: (a) all iron; 
(b) all bronze; (c) iron with bronze 
trim; and (d) stainless steel. Other 
materials will be considered for 
special applications, 

The variety of seals and materials which 

are available allow the pumps to be used 
in a wide diversity of industries.
